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Village officials criticized 
Proposed freight terminal 
cited as 'poor planning'

Members of the Wheeling Plan Com- 


mission have cited problems associated 
with three proposed motor freight ter- 
minals as another example of poor plan- 
ning by village officials. 


In reviewing plans for the terminals, 


located south of Hintz Road cast of the 
Soo Line Railroad Tracks, the commis- 
sion noted potential traffic, noise and air 
pollution problems associated with truck- 
ing operations. 


Commission member Wilfred Sommcr 


said that although the plan commission 
could object to the project, It did not 
have any legal right to prevent devel- 
opment since the zoning has been ap- 
proved. "This Is another place where 
planning occurs elsewhere," he said. 


THE VILLAGE board last month ap- 


proved the zoning and special use permit 
for the truck terminals. Although several 
trustees noted the potential traffic prob- 


lems, they approved the project saying 
the plan commission would iron out the 
problems. 


Trustees Don Jackson and Al Lang 


voted against the zoning. Jackson said he 
felt that he did not have enough informa- 
tion on the project since developers had 
not yet submitted a requested traffic sur- 
vey. Lang said he merely did not want 
the terminal in the area because of traf- 
fic congestion. 


Plan commission members said they 


had little control over the project since 
the village board already approved zon- 
ing for the truck terminals. They said 
they could only make sure the devel- 
opers from the First American Realty 
Co. meet village ordinance requirements. 


THE POTENTIAL problems of traffic 


congestion, air and noise pollution from 
this project, houovcr, are not specifi- 
cally covered in village ordinances. 


Herb Lortz, chairman of the commis- 


sion, expressed concern that trucks from 


Hintz Road project won't 
snarl traffic, study 


A preliminary traffic study of a pro- 


posed motor freight terminal and Indus- 
trial development on Hintz Road states 
that no problem will bo caused by the 
project. 


Members of the Wheeling Plan Com- 


mission, however, have asked that the 
local police traffic experts review the 
study made by nn Independent consulting 
firm, Barton-Aschman Associates Inc. 


The commissioners said they were not 


questioning the validity of the study, but 
merely wanted a second opinion on the 
matter. 


"It goes without saying we arc going to 


have a heck of a lot of traffic generated 
In a tittle area." sold Herb Lortz, chair- 
man of the commission. "I sure would 
like another opinion on traffic." 


According to plans submitted by devel- 


opers, the 90-acre tract would Include 
three separate motor freight terminals 
on the rear half of the property. The 
front portion of the site, fronting on Hintz 
Road cast-of the Soo Line R.R. Tracks, 
still will be developed for light Industry. 


THE SITE will be serviced by one long 


street running south off Hintz Road, pro- 
viding only one exit from the 90-acrc 
site. The road will bo four lanes, and a 
small cross street on the south end will 
dead-end at the freight terminals. 


According to the survey, the three mo- 


tor freight terminals are expected to gen- 
erate 340 to 430 traffic movements each 
day. This Includes traffic caused by em- 
ployes as well as the regular freight op- 
erations. 


The survey estimates were based on 


the concept that 30-15 long-haul trucks 
will arrive and depart at midday or at 


says 


night. An additional 45-60 smaller trucks 
will arrive and depart during normal 
rush hour periods. 


The proposed industrial developments 


will generate an additional number of 
traffic movements per day, increasing 
the total 3,580 movements each day at 
the Hintz Road intersection. 


"Based on these estimates, we see no 


problems relative to traffic capacity on 
Hintz Road at a single-entrance-exit 
drive for the development," the study 
states. 


The consulting firm, however, recom- 


mended that a separate left-turn storage 
lane on Hintz Road might case problems 
caused by traffic entering the devel- 
opment from the cast. Most of the truck 
traffic is anticipated to come from the 
cast. 


PLAN COMMISSION members, how- 


ever, said they were particularly worried 
about traffic congestion at rush hour. 
They also expressed concern that some 
of the truck drivers would use residential 
streets Instead of exiting east on Hintz 
Road to Milwaukee Avenue. 


An additional street problem developed 


over the small dead end street at the end 
of the access roadway. Village ordinance 
prohibits dead-end streets. As such, the 
developers will have to provide cul-de- 
sacs at the end of that dead end road- 
way, or they will not meet ordinance re- 
quirements. 


The traffic study has been referred to 


the police department, and a review of 
the study Is expected this week. The 
commission will consider plans for the 
development Thursday after receiving 
the review. 


the terminals would travel on residential 
streets. Developers testified during zon- 
ing hearings that trucks would exit onto 
Hintz Road and travel cast to Milwaukee 
Avenue. 


"My point is Wolf Road going through 


the village is only two lanes, and it's 
much shorter to go north to Rtes. 21 and 
45 on Wolf Road," he said. 


Resident William Rogers, 146 S. Wolf 


Road, said he did not think the truck 
drivers would stick to the testimony giv- 
en by developers. "I know, no matter 
what the developers say, the trucks will 
be going down Wolf Road," he said. 


ROGERS NOTED that Wolf Road .is 


mainly a residential area north of Hintz 
Road. He also pointed out that a school 
and park are located on Wolf Road. 


Lortz also asked developers what pre- 


cautions they were going to take to 
muffle the sound of the trucking oper- 
ations. Ho suggested that a screen of 
shrubs might reduce the noise made by 
the larger, over-the-road trucks at the 
terminals. Lortz sold he felt the noise 
would be a big problem because the 
truck terminals will operate 24 hours a 
day, 5\4 days a week. 


Arthur Salki, the developers' engi- 


neer, said he did not think a shrubbery 
screen would reduce noise from the 
necr, said he did not think a shrubbery 
screen would reduce noise from the 
trucks. He said noise carries according 
to atmospheric conditions, and thus 
would not be muffled by shrubbery. 


The truck terminals will abut a group 


of single-family homes located just east 
of the property in unincorporated Wheel- 
ing Township. 


PLAN COMMISSION members noted 


that other ecological problems might re- 
sult from the fumes of the trucks and the 
heavy paving that Is required for truck 
terminals. Developers told the commis- 
sion that about 30 of the 39 acres pro- 
posed for the terminals would have to bo 
blacktopped. They said retention of 
storm water runoff would be provided in 
the parking areas. 


While Sommer noted that the freight 


terminals would benefit Industry by low- 
ering freight rates, he questioned the im- 
pact on village residents. "My question 
is how do I face my neighbors with more 
traffic, more noise and more fumes," he 
said. 


The commission members said they 


wanted more information on traffic and 
noise problems before they considered 
the plans further. The matter was tabled 
until Thursday so the local police depart- 
ment could review the developers' traffic 
study. The developers were also asked to 
explore solutions to the potential noise 
problem. 


If plans for the project are approved, 


the three truck terminals will be built on 
the rear 39 acres of a 90 acre parcel 
fronting on Hintz Road. Developers said 
the front 40 acres will be used for light 
industrial development, but that plans 
are not yet complete for that property.

Bieber subpoenaed by U.S.

Bill Bieber, Wheeling director of build- 


ing and zoning, has been added to the 
growing list of village officials called to 
appear before a federal grand jury In- 
vestigating building and zoning shake- 
downs in Wheeling. 


Bieber said he received his subpoena 


Friday, and has been asked to appear 
before the grand Jury Thursday. 


Other village officials received sub- 


poenas last week, Including Village Pres. 
Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee Bill Hein. 
The new wave of subpoenas was served 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, has Indicated that about eight 
officials received subpoenas last week, 
including members of the village adviso- 
ry boards and commissions. 


TWO VILLAGE officials have refused 


to comment on whether they have re- 
ceived subpoenas to testify before the 
grand Jury. Larry Oppenhelmer, village 
engineer and director of public works, 
said he would not make any comment on 
grand jury proceedings. 


"It's a secret hearing and no one 


should give out any information that they 
know of to anyone," he said. 


Peter Egan, former village trustee and 


a member of the police and fire commis- 
sion, also refused last week to say if he 
had received a subpoena. "I think if you 
want to find out, you should call the U.S. 
attorney's office," he said. 


Other members of the village board 


said they had not been served with sub- 
p o e n a s. Several village department 
heads and members of village boards 
and commissions were also contacted, 
and said they had also not been asked to 
testify. 


THOSE OFFICIALS who have been 


subpeonaed are expected to testify on vil- 
lage action taken hi approving several 
major Wheeling construction projects in 
the past five years. 


Federal Investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act, as well as possible In- 


come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used In the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


EARLIER THIS summer, subpoenas 


were Issued to former trustees Michael 
Valenza and William Hart. Village Mgr. 
George Passolt also was called to testify, 
bringing with him several cartons of sub; 
poened village records. 
- 


Several developers have appeared bei 


fore the grand jury and some of them 
reportedly have been granted immunity 
from prosecution for their testimony. 


Officials at the U. S. attorney's office 


have declined to comment on the probe. 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has 
said he docs not expect any resolution of 
the investigation until at least Septem- 
ber.

The Wheeling Park District should 


have the last $100,000 from a $700,000 
bond issue referendum approved last De- 
cember In hand by the first of next 
month, according to Roger Bjorvik, park 
attorney. 


The park board last week approved the 


sale of. the last $100,000 in bonds to the 
Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank. The 
other $800,000 in bonds were sold several 
months ago to the Northern Trust Co. of 
Chicago. 


Bjorvik said Friday the park district 


should receive the money from the sale 
of the last group of bonds by the first of 
September. 


Because of the relatively small size of 


the bond issue, Bjorvik negotiated the 
sale with the local bank officials rather 
than seeking bids. 


THE INTEREST rate on the bonds is 5 


per cent for the first five years and 5V4 


per cent for the second five years of the 
retirement schedule. 


Bjorvik said he was pleased with the 


interest rate obtained by the park dis- 
trict. 


"In my opinion, this is an excellent 


rate based on the state of the market 
today," he said. 


Bjorvik added that he feels the bank's 


willingness to negotiate the small bond 
sale is a compliment to the park district. 


"I think it's a fair statement that it's 


evidence of a good working relationship 
and feeling of confidence with respect to 
how the park district is managing its af- 
fairs," he said. 


The revenue from the bond sale will be 


used to complete the projects approved 
by voters in the referendum that include 
improvements to existing parks, ex- 
pansion of park facilities and land acqui- 
sition. 
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Cost of living expert: price increases beyond our control 


A small band of demonstrators inter- 


rupted a Phase IV conference held In 
Chicago last Friday, shouting their de- 
mands for a conference on the problem 
of rising price*. 


In their own way, the protesters were 


seeking the same kind of expert advice 
that drew an overflow croud of business 
representatives gathered In the Pruden- 
tial Plaza auditorium. "The American 
people are asking themselves, 'How can 
two )oors of controls?' " said keynote 
two years of controls?' " said keynote 
speaker William Walker, general counsel 
for the Cost of Living Council (CLC). 


Walker compared Phase IV to the 


fourth floor of a three story building in 
which the plumbing and other specifica- 
tions have been changed. Conceding that 
the controls arc cmmplicatcd, he out- 
lined a policy of "squeezing the bulge." 
This means that Phase IV controls ore 
designed to slow down the price boosts 
already In the uorks. 


THE I'HICK for commodities In gcner- 


fll has Incrcaicd 5,1 per cent In the past 
10 months. Walker said This will surely 
bring a round of price hikes when the 
frccio on many Items is lifted next Sun- 
day, Aug 12. 


"By and large these increases arc be- 


yond our control," he said of (his in- 
flation. For example, the skyrocketing 
cost of fcedgralns will be reflected in 
higher cost for poultry and beef.

Walker tied the Inflation spiral to an 


Increasing worldwide demand for limited 
quantities of agricultural and industrial 
supplies. "We have sought to maintain a 
delicate balance between too many price 
increases, and a lack of adequate com- 
modities," he said 


HE'IIE MOVING "from a freeze to a 


s q u e e z e , " emphasized Walker. This 
should be accomplished by setting rules 
for different regulations for special in- 
dustries: petroleum, food, health, manu- 
facturing and service. And wholesale and 
retail operations arc among these sec- 
tors. No estimate could be given on the 
rate of Inflation Americans will experi- 
ence over the next several months, he 
said. 


A number of unfavorable remarks sub- 


mitted by meat and gasoline industry 
spokesmen caused Walker to say the 
council chose to continue the price freeze 
on beef because it would not cause a cut- 
back in supplies for the next few months, 
a contrast to the poultry and pork supply 
outlook. The number of cattle being 
slaughtered Is down 20 per cent from a 
year ago, he admitted, "and it's not to be 
sneezed at. But by the same token it is 
not the end of the world." 


Gasoline dealers have supplied com- 


plaints to the council. They are asking 
the CLC to reconsider its decision using 
Jan. 10 of this year as a base period, due 
to the unusually low profit margins at 
that time. One area dealer group, the In- 
diana and Illinois Gasoline Dealers Asso- 
ciation, says its members will defy the 
council request for profit rollbacks. 
Walker said the council expects to make 
a decision this week on the request. He 
added that there are sanctions to dis- 
courage violations of Phase IV regu- 
lations. 


A question and answer period followed 


the remarks by CLC experts The spokes- 
men Included: John Twiname, executive 
director for the health Industry; Dr. Ken- 
neth Fedor, office of Food Monitoring; 
Charles Owens, special consultant; 
Charles Rhoads, director of monitoring 
division; and Arnold Strasser, director of 
the division of case evaluation in the of- 
fice of wage stabilization. 


FOOD AND PETROLEUM price in- 


creases are greater concerns to the CLC 
representatives than are wage increases, 
Walker said. He noted a "dramatic turn- 
around" in the public attitude toward 
economic controls. People used to be- 
lieve in their effectiveness, he said, but 
they now have little faith in controls. 


"There is no reason why Phase IV 


should drive anyone out of business," 
Owens said. He fielded several questions 
on petroleum prices. Owens said be is 
aware that gasoline dealers fear they 
will go bankrupt under the council guide- 
lines. 


Fedor said consumers rushing out to 


load up their freezers with meat, are 
causing an exaggerated shortage of beef. 
Normal buying patterns would even-out 
the shortages in many coses, he said. 


BEEF PRICES may not stabilize for 


some time, following the end of the price 
freeze. According to Fedor, "We'll be 
lucky if this happens by the end of 1974." 


Few of the business representatives at 


the session expressed anything but con- 
fusion in trying to figure out the Phase 
IV rules. Comments were 
generally 


along the line of, "I didn't hear anything 
here I didn't already know," or grum- 
bling something about "paying two bucks 
to hear somebody tell me I have to lose 
$10,000 this year."

were pronounced dead on arrival at 
Sherman Hospital here llackman, Tabb- 
tcrt and Donald Anderson, SI, Elgin, a 
passenger In the Tabbtcrt auto, were 
hospitalized with injuries suffered in the 
accident.

Arnold Alperin, a chief compliance of- 


ficer for the IRS, told reporters that 42 of 
78 wholesale firms checked and 155 of 743 
retailers checked In New York City were 
cited.

Meanwhile, Charles H Brannan, re- 


gional director of the IRS, said more 
than 00 per cent of the meat dealers In 
the New York area have been going 
along with the price ceilings since, the 
freeze began In the spring. 


"At this point there Is no hard evi- 


dence of a black market," he said. "We 
are trying to avoid a black market. 
Where wo have a vast majority of meat 
dealers complying with the current regu- 
lations there Is no black market." 


IN ANOTHER development Robert A. 


Morse, the US. attorney for southern 
New York state, began serving sub- 
poenas In connection with a special 
grand jury probe Into wholesale ment 
prices. He said there Is the "possibility 
of a wholesale holdup of the consumer" 
and "the possibility of the shortage of 
meat being artllienlly created" would be 
Investigated. 


Brennan mentioned a growing amount 


of beef coming Into the United States 


from Canada and noted that "prices can 
be raised on this beef since It Is not sub- 
ject to the current freeze." 


Another report of beef Imports from 


north of the border came from Phila- 
delphia, where a spokesman for the 
Cross Brothers Meat Packers, Inc, 
which closed down because of a lack of 
beef, complained Canadian slaughterers 
are willing to pay the high prices de- 
manded by cattle raisers because they 
are allowed to pass the cost on to their 
customers. Phase IV prohibits American 
processors from doing so. 


In Washington, the Senate voted to lift 


the beef price freeze, but the House 
Rules Committee put off any action until 
after the August recess. 


WHITE HOUSE spokesman Gerald L. 


Warren said there was "no present in- 
tention" to lift the freeze early and noted 
that Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, 
who said he personally favored an early 
relaxation of the regulation, was only one 
of many officials studying the problem 


John T. Dunlop, director of the Cost of 


Living Council, said "my mind has in no 
way changed" about an early relaxation 
of the freeze. A council spokesman said 
45 of 47 beef slaughterhouses have closed 


down nationwide and there were slow- 
downs at 46 others. 


Earlier Thursday, the government an- 


nounced the wholesale price Index for 
July dropped by the biggest monthly 
margin In 24 years Administration econ- 
omists, however, said only brief and lim- 
ited benefits would filter down to custom- 
ers. 


REPORTS OF beef shortages were 


widespread last week, but most super- 
markets appeared to still have some to 
sell. Shoppers reported there was meat 
on the counters, but the counters were 
not full, and many stores did not have 
anything approaching a full choice of 
cuts. 


Where three layers of meat were dis- 


played in meat counters in Atlanta su- 
permarkets, for example, there was only 
one layer Thursday.

and two steaks or one roost daily. The 
National Food Stores in Chicago posted

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Shultz says: 


'No recession' 


George Shultz 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Treasury Sec- 


retary George P. Shultz acknowledged 
the administration is concerned about 
the "pace of the economy," but said he 
was confident that the nation is not head- 
ing Into a recession. 


Shultz also said the administration has 


decided against a tax increase as a 
means of slowing down spending. In- 
stead, he said, President Nixon wants a 
balanced budget which in effect will cut 
government spending. 


"We must be concerned about the pace 


of the economy, but I don't see any evi- 
dence that a recession is looming ahead 
of us," he said. 


"The effort to control the budget and 


the rate of expansion of our money sup- 
ply, which results hi higher interest rates 
is an effort to cool off our economy. 


Shultz, noting the U.S. economy usual- 


ly maintains a "real" growth rate of 
about 4 per cent, said: "We have been 
rising at a rate of over 8 per cent. So we 
have to get back down to that 4 per cent 
rate and you get there by tightening up 
on the flow of demand for goods and ser- 
vices."' 


The treasury secretary said as far as 


he knew President Nixon still palnned to 


continue the freeze on beef prices until' 
Sept. 12, but when asked directly if the 
celling would be removed before then, 
the secretary replied, "Well, that re-' 
mains to be seen." 


That phrase, Shultz explained "is just; 


a recognition of the facts that lots of 
questions have been raised and lots of 
pressure had been put on." 


"We have to evaluate the evidence' 


about any long term effect on the pro- 
duction of cattle," Shultz said. "That is 
the critical thing, and so far as I can' 
determine, we do not have any long term' 
adverse effect there." 


Shultz said cattle currently are being, 


held off the'raarket, but that beef is go- 
ing to have "to come on the market at 
some point In the future." There is no 
indication the volume of new production, 
of beef is decreasing, he said. The secre-. 
tary said a cattle industry estimate that 
beef prices will jump 20 per cent when 
the celling is lifted was "on the high 
side." 


"And, of course, the more they hold, 


back now, the more will come onto the 
market on Sept. 12, and thereafter and 
that will tend to hold prices down in the 
future," he said. 


At least two Americans dead 
Terror at Athens airport 


Terror struck again at the Athens, 


Greece airport yesterday as Arab guer- 
rillas killed three persons, Injured 55 and 
held as many as 20 hostage for two 
hours. 


The incident took place in a lounge for 


passengers waiting to board a Trans 
World Airlines night to Tel Aviv. Pass- 
engers were also waiting for a Swissair 
flight to Geneva and a TWA flight to 
New York. The terrorists tossed hand 
grenades into the lounge and then began 
firing into the crowd with sub machine 
guns. 


Among the dead were two Americans 


identified as Albert Kersen, 53 of New 
York and Jeanle Salantl, 20 of New Jer- 
sey. Both were waiting to board TWA 
flights 840 and 806 yesterday. 


Two terrorists reportedly surrendered 


to Greek authorities after holding hos- 
tages for nearly two hours. Two women 
may also have been involved in the at- 
tack and have been taken into custody. 


The attack took place about 3-p.m. 


Athens time. Almost immediately, in- 
creased security was ordered at Lod Air- 
port in Tel Aviv where the one TWA 
flight was destined. The security mea- 
sures were eased when the terrorists in 
Athens released their hostages and gave 
up to Greek police. 


There was no immediate comment 


from Arab commando groups on the at- 
tack and it was not immediately known 
If the terrorists planned to hijack on air- 
plane as part of their attack. 


The attack yesterday was the second 


hi a month by Arab guerrillas in Athens. 


On July 19 an Arab gunman held 15 


hostages in a hotel for nearly five hours 
before surrenduring to a delegation of 
Arab diplomats and flying to Kuwait and 
avoiding prosecution. The gunman had 
earlier tried to break into the Israeli El 
Al airlines office. 


Witnesses to the attack yesterday gave 


conflicting accounts about the response 
of Greek police. 


One report said Greek police did not 


arrive on the scene of the explosions and 
shooting for at least 2f> minutes; another 
report said they were there almost Im- 
mediately giving aid to the wounded. 


Witnesses agreed, however, to the car- 


nage caused by the terrorists. Dr. Gerald 
Stern of Pittsburgh, a dentist, sold "it 


was an awful sight. The hall was packed- 
with people .. . many were buying in 
the duty-free shop. All of a sudden I 
heard a round of shots and I saw two 
men dressed in suits shooting into the 
crowd with sub-machine guns.

Watergate's newest witness, former At- 


torney General Richard Kleindienst, is 
prepared to testify this week that he 
gave President Richard Nixon all the 
facts of the Watergate affair on April 15, 
and is convinced the President knew 
little or nothing of White House in- 
volvement in Watergate before that date. 


The Kleindienst testimony will come to 


the Senate Select Committee some time 
tills week following conclusion of ques- 
tioning today of former acting director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation L. 
Patrick Gray, III. 


Sources close to the senate committee 


headed by North Carolina's Sam Ervtn, 
said Kleindcinst will testify he only 
learned of the full scope of the federal 
Investigation of Watergate during a 
marathon briefing session which lasted 
until 5 a.m. the morning he was to brief 
President Nixon, April 15. 


Kleindienst received his information 


from Henry Peterson, the assistant attor- 


ney general in charge of the Justic Dept. 
inquiry. Only hours after the all-night 
briefing ended, Kleindienst arranged to 
see the President 
following Sunday 


morning church services. 


"The 
President 
was amazed," 


Kleindienst was quoted as telling in- 
vestigators. "The President acted as if 
he was hearing it for the first time, or if 
he had heard something, it was just the 
day before..." 


Kleindienst later resigned from his po- 


sition of attorney general, saying he was 
"too close" to some of the key figures In 
the case. 


Testimony from several former gov- 


ernment officials close to Nixon is in di- 
rect conflict with previous testimony 
from former White House counsel John 
Dean who told the Ervln committee Nix- 
on knew of the Watergate cover-up as 
early as March 21, or three weeks before 
Kleindienst maintains he told a surprised 
President about the details of Watergate.

Lousma will exit their orbltltlng lab and 
unfurl a second sunshade over the eight- 
room space station, put fresh film in sun- 
watching cameras and inspect the dis- 
abled Apollo ferry ship which was 
planned to return them to Earth. 


Thursday It was learned the ferry ship

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Independent Postal System popular 
Public and private mail services clash 


by DIANK STEKANOS 


Although the Independent Postal Sys- 


tem of America (IPSA) Is Increasingly 
popular In the Chlcagolaml area, It is 
clashing with the National Association of 
Letter Carriers (NALC). 


The NALC Is a union of government 


employed mall carriers who deliver 
specifically addressed and personal mall. 
The IPSA sells mail routes to business 
men and women who distribute unad- 
dressed bulk mall. 


In direct competition with the U.S. 


Postal Service, IPSA Is restricted by law 
from handling first class mall or using a 
public or private mailbox. It delivers any 
second, third or fourth class mail In n 
plastic pouch hung on the door knob of 
each residential unit. 


THK OPPOSITION between the two 


organizations Is intense. The IPSA offi- 
cials believe they arc offering merchants 
and individuals an opportunity to carry 
out a free enterprise postal system and 
get away from government control, 


NALC union members believe that gov- 


ernment mall service is Improving and 
that government control is the only way 
to insure direct and safe delivery of per- 
sonal mall. 


"We're talking alwut a finished prod- 


uct. A citizen drops his mail in a mailbox 
and the first one to handle It Is a carrier. 
It goes to a government regulated mall 
office to another carrier who directly de- 
•llvers the mall," said Louis Di Sllvcstro, 
president of the Charles D. Duffy Branch 
No. 11 of the National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers Union in Chicago. 


"The letter carriers know every person 


on their routes and they take a personal 
pride In delivering their confidential 
mall. It's not like dropping off a lot of 
indifferent material to each house," he 
said. 


WILLIAM POI'P. president of the Illi- 


nois Chapter of Independent Postal Ser- 
vices. Inc.. believes that the IPSA serves 
n definite piirpor-c for residents and mer- 


chants alike. If residents want to make 
extra money, they purchase a mail route 
at $3 per residential unit, and arc respon- 
sible for getting the mail distributed on a 
periodic basis In that section. The carrier 
Is paid a percentage of the amount of 
mall delivered, and IPSA receives a per- 
ccntagc to pay for its operations. 


The IPSA lias no carriers or owners in 


employment. Merchants pay the IPSA, 
depending upon class and weight, for the 
service of distributing their mall. 


"Merchants are learning how to use us 


(o their advantage. We're economical for 
them, and residents arc learning to ac- 
cept us as a means of making extra mon- 
ey, and being informed of merchants In 
their areas," Popp said. 


The IPSA offers postage that is 20 per 


cent less costly than that of the U.S. 
Postal Service. For Instance, a regular 
piece of third class mail would cost five 
cents at the U.S. rate and four cents at 
tho IPSA rate. 


Postal Workers unions oppose the 


IPSA, saying that their delivery of 
"junk" or "indifferent moll" only annoys 
residents. The IPSA says they will dis- 
continue the delivery of malt to any resi- 
dents requesting a discontinuance. 


POPP EXPLAINS that there are car- 


riers working out of the Illinois Postal 
Service Chapter of IPSA, 1635 Tonne Rd., 
Elk Grove Village, who arc moonlighting 
businessmen, housewives and students. 
They can make money as fast as they 
can deliver mail. 


Dl Sllvestro says there are "people in 


the courts now who own these IPSA mail 
routes and who arc having trouble." 


Servicing 30 states, IPSA, in Illinois 


alone carried 529,000 pieces of mail dur-

As the IPSA has expanded in the past 
five yars, It has offered to do more with 
tho U.S. Postal Service. 


Two years ago an offer to deliver 


Christmas card mall for the U.S. Postal 
Service was rejected. A proposal to de- 
liver all of the third class mail was 
turned down. 


"It seems that most times, we've tried ' 


to do something, tho government has 
been most happy to accommodate us, but, 
the postal workers union has always giv-' 
en us opposition, feeling that we are 
jeopardizing their jobs," Popp said. 


Di Sllvcstro agrres, saying, "Our car- 


riers arc very definitely against tills in- 
dependent postal system. They are very 
conscious of their own personal relation- 
ships with the people on their routes and 
about doing a good job. Business people 
may save money by using them, but it's 
really an impersonal service to citizens." 


DI SILVESTRO went on to explain that 


the plastic pouches the IPSA uses to de- 
liver mall arc hazardous In two ways. 
They arc fatal toys for children who dis- 
cover them hanging on door knobs, and 
they arc Invitations to potential burglars, 
as the bags remain on door knobs while 
people arc on vacation. 


"I can only believe, like the other post- 


al workers, that we will win out and that 
all mail will return where it belongs. We 
don't think they'll last," Di Silvestro 
said.

notified that there will be any problems 
getting gas for Dlst. 21 schools this year. 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. Is the district's 
supplier. 


Allthough It looks as though the district 


«ill have gas to heat buildings now in 


existence, It Is questionable at this point 
whether there will be gas available for 
additions to schools or new buildings in 
the near future. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS had planned to 


convert the oil heating system at Walt 
Whitman School In Wheeling to gas this 
summer, but were denied a permit from 
Northern Illinois Gas. Dlst. 21 Asst. Supt. 
John Bargcr feels there may be a prob- 
lem obtaining gas permits to heat the 
planned $1.8 million additions to the dis- 
trict's three junior high schools sched- 
uled tills year.

change was In his attitude towards edu- 
cation In the eight-year period. 


"I've done about a 180-dcgrcc change 


In my attitudes towards education and 
the kids," he said. 


HE SAYS IN HIS early days as princi- 


pal he did many things for the benefit of 
the teachers or himself, rather than 
specifically for the children. 


"As I look back I see that I also did 


many things for the sake of adminis- 
trative convenience," he said with a grl- 
mncc. 


Then he began to question the purpose 


of many long-standing programs. 


'I asked the teachers why we did cer- 


tain things the way we did. I asked my- 
self why, I asked the school board why, 
and I asked the kids why. And the kids 
asked my why," he said. 


THE JUSTIFICATION for many pro- 


grams turned out to be that they traditio- 
nally had been done in a certain manner. 


"Tradition!" NIzzI says explosively, 


his dark eyes flashing. 


"One of my big hangups is tradition, 


ft hen you do something because It's been 
done before. You should do something 
because It's good for the kids," he sold. 


Using this approach, the school began 


to sec many changes. Bells which once 
punctuated the school day gave way to 
only two bells, "one to get In and one to 
get out," NIzzl sold. During the school 


year children now can be found flopped 
down on old couches in the halls, study- 
ing alone instead of together in study 
rooms, in the traditional manner. 


NOW THAT HE Is leaving, Nizzi says 


he only hopes some of these programs 
will be continued. He says he is confident 
they will be, however, because the pro- 
grams have both parent and teacher sup- 
port. 


Assessing his term on the park board, 


Nizzi says that experience was also a 
good one for him.

Robert Bottger is a master of the wind, he can harness 


nature with a simple cloth

In the world of wild wind and water, 


Rober Bottger is a master — he can har- 
ness nature with cloth. 


In a giant building called a loft, Bott- 


ger makes sails to power sailboats. His 
loft, behind a small office near Pratt Av- 
enue In Elk Grove Village, is filled with 
huge, long tables, patterns and designs 
hanging from the walls, and many fans 
with miles of extension cord attached to 
them. 


The whole operation is called Viking 


Sales Inc. and it all belongs to Bottger. 


Even before he was born, Bottger's life 


was tied up in sailing and sailboats. 


His parents spent their honeymoon on 


a sailboat, and his father, Christian Bott- 
ger, was an accomplished sailmaker on 
City Island, N. Y., the center of the 
yachting industry. 


Christian Bottger's wife was the one 


with the real heritage, however. At the 
age of seven, she had already been 
around the world twice with her father, a 
ship's captain. Her father was more than 
just a sailor, though. 


"When things got quiet, and there was 


no wind, they would lay out the cloth on 
the ship and begin cutting for sails," said 
Bottger of his father-in-law. 


Though he was born into the center of 


the yachting industry, Botthcr learned 
his sail-making trade in Chicago. 


"MY UNCLE had a sail loft here," he 


said, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still in his voice. "Then I went back and 
worked with my father. But I came up 
the easy way. I owned half the business 
when I started," he said. 


At the time Bottger first started in the 


industry, Egyptian cotton woven hi Eng- 


•

land was the main material used for 
sails. "It was rather costly," he said. 
"Now the sails are almost exclusively 
cut out of dacron. Nylon is used for the 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that look almost like a para- 
chute at the top. 


"DUPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bers. Howe and Bainbridge of Boston 
fabricate it," Bottger explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth Is not about the same as it used to 
be for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he said. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 25 years," 
he said. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton is subject to mildew and 
it deteriorates in weathering," he said. 


Most sails today ore white opaque be- 


cause It used to be the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful in dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


in the sailcloth is putting plastic "win- 
dows" in the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he is doing. "Racing boats 
usually have them," Bottger said. The 
plastic is secured with a ring around the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES are cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
is laid out and the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottger. 


The cutting of the sails is done "more 


or less by eye," he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
is used to figure optimum sizes and also 
to give the sailmakers the shape of the 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping in, but according to 
Bottger, the seams have been sewn by 


machine since he first began working on 
them in 1937. "Even then, they were al- 
ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
said. 


But there are still a few sails that are 


hand sewn. These are mainly for ships 
that sail on long voyages around the 
world, where a ship has to put up with 
much heavier wear and tear. 


THERE ARE SOME parts of a sail 


that must be sewn by hand, however, 
such as reinforcements where button- 
holes for rings and hooks are placed. To 
sew these parts, the sail makers use 
what is called a sailmaker's palm — in 
effect, a glorified thimble. The palm is a 
leather handle that fits into the palm of 
the hand and has a steel plate in it to 
push the needle against. "You can work 
up a sweat just sewing," joked one of the 
men working on some reinforcements 
around a buttonhole. 


The firm ships most of its sails out of 


the Immediate area. 


"Some go to Ohio, some to Kansas, 


some to Texas," said Bottger. "Lately, 
we've been doing more business with lo- 
cal dealers though." 


When he was younger, Bottger sailed 


in a world championship on the Great 
South Bay on the south shore of Long 
Island. Today, he's cut his sailing down 
to sailing with cutomers, however. "It's 
a little tough now to climb out on to 
some of those boats," he laughed.

Knowing how to fall is important be- 


cause It prevents Injury when you get 
wheeled over a hip or shoulder. Repeti- 
tion is the key to successful judo and fall- 
Ing is repeated time and again. 


Sachs was the tori, or throwing part- 


ner, and I was the ukc, falling partner. 
Ukc (pronounced u-Kcy) is sometimes 
called sucker. The only good thing about 
this arrangement is that the tori also 
takes turns being the uke while the uke 
becomes the tori. 


TO 
MAKE THINGS easy, Sachs 


showed me how to fall on my left side 
only. You never fall on your back, or else 
you can get hurt badly or, worse, break 
your back. By landing on your side, the 
blow is lessened. The ukc must land ly- 
ing completely flat on his side while 
holding on to the tori's lapel. The tori, 
cooperating to the fullest, continues to 
hold on after the throw is completed. 


When I learned how to fall properly, 


Sachs, as the tori, tossed me a few times 
over his right hip. It was easy as one, 
two, three or, tskurl, kuzushl, kakc: en- 
try, break balance, execution. The dem- 
onstration followed bowing to each other. 


Then 11)ccamc the tori and Sachs the 


uke. It was my big chance to put Into 
practice what my instructor had taught 
me. 


Sachs is a financial consultant by day 


who used to be a flabby, 220-poundcr be- 
fore he got Interested In judo. Now he Is 
trim and taller looking than six-feet two- 
Inches, What remains is all firmness and 
muscle but proper throwing techniques 
gives the advantage to a thrower of 
equal strength.

yelping "KIAI!" It is supposed to strike 
fear into the heart of your attacker. It 
also helps release your tension and gives 
you proper breathing while throwing. It 
must also give the yclpcr confidence be- 
cause It sounds like he Is calling on an 
army of defenders when there is just 
him, something he must avoid realizing. 


Judo techniques are designed to 


achieve the maximum results with min- 
imum effort. If your attacker pushes to- 
ward you, you should pull him and go 
into your throwing technique. If he pulls, 
you push and go into your throwing tech- 
nique. 


Sachs was pushing when I threw my 


body into his, shoving him off balance 
and flipping him over my hip. Following 
through on his fall, he landed flat on his 
left side, the right way, slapping his left 
hand on the mat. It was an accom- 
plishment for the both of us and we 
bowed to each other, a compliment of the 
highest order. 


I ALSO participated in the children's 


class. There were eight boys and girls 
about 12 years old working out. The class 
is divided into four 15-minute segments. 


Included In these segments are physi- 


cal fitness exercises (I did fair), falling 
techniques (I did poorly), holding tech- 
niques (I did poorly) and sparring 
matches (I watched) in which partners 
squared off in a sort of free lance ses- 
sion. 


I didn't hove enough confidence to get 


In on this free-wheeling session. I still 
couldn't get fired up over an honest to 
goodness match, especially with other 
judo students. 


But the next day, there I was, poised at 


my typewriter, protecting my margin 
from heartless Individuals who thought 
they could harass me as they so menac- 
ingly had done just the day before. 


However, now I had my new defense to 


ward them off.

Will House Speaker Blair seek governorship?

SPRINGFIELD. ILU (UPI) -House 


Speaker W. Robert Blair, the con- 
troversial strongman of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly and a constant thorn In 
Gov. Daniel Walker's flesh, thinks some- 
one like himself should replace Walker In 
1078. 


"If the type of person who would fill 


the governor's office Is one who has a 
vital, day-to-day, ongoing Interest In the 
total operation of state government — I 
have that Interest," Blair said In an ex- 
clusive Interview with UPI. 


But when asked flatly If he will seek 


the Republican nomination for governor, 
Blair, 42, hesitates and remarks about It 
being "three and a half years away, and 
there's a lot of water over the dam be- 
tween now and then." 


SOME OF THAT "water" which Blair 


hopes will spill harmlessly over the dam 
before 1976 Includes growing discontent 
among voters In his home district and 
threats to his ambitions posed by a fis- 
tful of political enemies. 


But despite those hazards, the fair- 


haired, blue-eyed native of West Vir- 
ginia, now an attorney from the Chicago 
suburb of Park Forest, holds an almost 
Ideal position from which to base a state- 
wide campaign. 


As a second term speaker of the House 


and a legislator since 1964, Blair has 
emerged as leader of the Republican op- 
position to Walker — waging an almost 
endless war of words with the Democrat- 
ic governor over virtually every Issue, 
from mass transit and freeways to tax 
relief. 


"I think It Is more by accident than de- 


sign that I've been placed In the position 
of confronting the governor," Blair said. 
"When the governor's office Is held by 
some one of the opposite party I think It 
puts the speaker in a position of having 
to take the lead for his own party. 


"THIS TIME IT'S especially true when 


you have a governor who has In- 
tentionally set out to play the assembly 
as the heavy, the bad guy. I think he 
intentionally wants some confrontation. 
He got It. He deserved it." 


The net result of this ongoing strife has 


been statewide exposure for Bob Blair 
and an association of his name with the 
governor's. 


Blair's public image was given a fur- 


ther boost during the spring session when 
the law-makers approved his half-cent 
sales tax cut Instead of Walker's $10 in- 
come tax credit. Blair's bill Is still await- 
ing Walker's signature. 


Other legislation that won him public- 


ity Included his lllfated campaign dis- 
closure bill, a republican-sponsored free- 
way construction program and a plan to 
create a regional mass transit system. 
Blair and other legislative leaders plan a 
second summit meeting with Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley Monday to dis- 
cuss the proposed transit system. Walker 
is not scheduled to attend. 


ALSO TO BLAIR'S advantage Is his 


apparent stature as the only ranking Re- 
publican who has shown an interest In 
the governorship. Senate President Wil- 
liam Harris and Comptroller Goerge 
Llndbcrg appear content with their new 
posts and U S Sen. Charles Percy Is sc-

As for Atty. Gen. William Scott, "I 


think the attorney general would make a 
good candidate for the US. Senate," 
Blair said. 


If Scott, the state's biggest Republican 


vote-getter in 1972 were to challenge in- 
cumbent Sen. Adlal E Stevenson III in 
1974 — a prospect Scott has not ruled out 
— he would be neutralized as a con- 
tender for the governorship two years 


later. Hence, Blair is one of Scott's most 
vigorous promoters. 


"I've always heard that rather than 


becoming involved in the day-to-day ad- 
ministrative work that goes on in the 
governor's office the attorney general 
would like something perhaps a little dif- 
ferent," Blair said. "I think being U.S. 
senator would be a little different" 


WITH SCOTT GONE off to Washington 


or banished to political oblivion, Blair 
would emerge as the unchallenged party 
leader In Illinois and would have a clear 
shot at the governor's mansion. 


But before Blair leaps into a statewide 


race, a venture he has never before un- 
dertaken, he must hurdle at least two 
formidable obstacles: the voters back 
home and dissident Republicans in the 
House. 


Blair's leadership role in negotiations 


to set up a regional transit system stir- 
red trouble in Will County where civic 
leaders, newspapers and voters are far 
from sold on the plan. 


The Joliet Herald - News ran four edi- 


torials criticizing Blair for sponsoring 


the plan and for failing to hold public 
hearings in his own district. Voters are 
concerned that taxes may climb to pay 
for a new mass transit system many be- 
lieve is unneeded. 


AS A RESULT, it may be all Blair can 


do just to get reelected to the General 
Assembly in 1974. Said one alderman 
from the Will County town of Wilming- 
ton: "If Blair plans to run for office 
again, it better be for governor." 


Blair also may face problems in the 


House during the next three years where 
a group of dissident Republicans, angry 
over what they call Blair's arrogance 
and dictatorial style, may try to torpedo 
his political ambitions. A successful chal- 
lenge to Blair's speakership in 1975 could 
mark the end of his gubernatorial hopes. 


Hanging on to what he's got may be 


Blair's most difficult task. And, as he 
readily admits, three and a half years is 
a long time. 


"Things can happen, so you just don't 


know," Blair said. "I'm just going to 
make sure we keep the operations of 
state government functioning."

Alexian Brother* Medical Center in 
completing the roof this month. 


Elk Grove Village should be in oper-

A main part of the $9 million extension 


under construction at Elk Grove vil- 
lage's Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
will help to increase the present medical 
trend in preventive medicine in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


It will mean that many people will nev- 


er need to be hospitalized because they 
can maintain a healthy status through 
regular examinations, tests and treat- 
ments in a walk-in, out-patient center, 
according to hospital spokesmen. 


But the "T"-shaped expansion section, 


scheduled for completion in June, 1974, 
will shed added light on two other criti- 
cal areas of medicine. A larger and more 
effective emergency care complex will 
be installed and office space for doctors 
will be included. 


IN THE PAST five years, Alexian IJps- 


pltal has seen a great increase In out- 
patients and emergency room cases. In 
1972, 28,300 emergency room visits were 
reported, with out-patient visits in excess 
of 12,000. Between 800-900 out-patients 
are presently being seen each month. 


To accommodate the- spiraling flow of 


emergency and out-patient cases, the 
new emergency department will be five 
times the existing size and will include 
additional areas like minor surgery facil- 
ities and a trauma treatment room. 


The out-patient department is for 


patients to meet with their doctors on the 
hospital staff, receive examinations and 
treatments and then return home. It will 
have the capability of providing 17 times 
the present out-patient space. There are 
presently four out-patient rooms In the 
main hospital. 


"It Is a trend In medicine now, and the 


hope of all physicians, that more people 
will bo treated and examined for illness 
before they become seriously ill and need 
to be hospltalzed. This preventive medi- 
cine will be accommodated by our ex- 
panded out-patient facilities," said Robin 
Leach, public relations director at Alex- 
Ian Hospital. 


THE NEW two-story pavilion for Com- 


munity Health, housing emergency and 
out-patient facilities, will also provide 
areas for nuclear medicine, inhalation 
therapy, pulmonary function, medical 
records, pharmacy and testing. 


A new education center for the hospital 


staff or medical students will also be 
housed in the pavilion. 


An adjoining five-story Ambulatory 


Health Care Center is also under con- 
struction. Office space for practicing pri- 
vate or group physicians on the hospital 
staff will be made available in this sec-

save the MSD $3 million over a period of 
33 years. 


Then in 1971 the ESD and the MSD 


hired a consultant to study the Idea of a 
single plant to serve areas of both sani- 
tary districts.

Smedile says that the only open move 


now is for the two sanitary districts to 
resume negotiations. "The negotiations 
before were brief and cursory," Smedile 
said, indicating that with federal pres- 
sure the two districts may be better able 
to reach agreement in the negotiators 
beginning tomorrow. 


NIPC meanwhile Is taking a "wait-and 


see" attitude towards the federal refus- 
als. "We certainly would not amend our 
plan back to what It was unless the local 
districts ask us to," Jim Wahlman of 
NIPC's public service office said Friday.

CONSTRUCTION began in October, 


1972, and was slowed only once by heavy 
rains and bad weather last fall and, 
again, a few months ago. The roofs of 
the emergency and ambulatory centers 
are now being topped off. 


The inside of both centers will be com- 


pleted during the next 12 months. Tte 


expansion program was first announced 
hi 1971 at the same time St. Alexian Hos- 
pital became the Alexian Brothers Medi- 
cal Center. 


Serving 20 area communities, the ex- 


pansion emergency and ambulatory cen- 
ters are being constructed, "so that the 
healthy need not wait for serious illness 
and incapadtation. Health maintenance 
and preventive medicine will be a great 
service to this community and all 
people," Miss Leach said.

Hospital meat priority sought 


4.2 million 
unemployed 


"WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unemploy- 


ment fell from 4.8 per cent to 4.7 per 
cent of the labor force in July, the lowest 
rate In more than three years, the gov- 
ernment reported Friday. 


The Labor Department, however, said 


the decline was statistically Insignificant, 
with total employment holding steady at 
84.6 million persons and the number of 
jobless workers showing little change at 
4.2 million. 


Food Industry spokesmen increased 


their pressure on the administration to 
lift beef price ceilings by predicting 
widespread unemployment in the' meat 
industry and restaurants closings be- 
cause of the growing beef shortage. 


THERE WERE no signs the adminis- 


tration planned to remove the ceilings 
before their scheduled elimination Sept. 
12, despite Industry warnings that beef 
will vanish from supermarkets in a mat- 
ter of weeks. 


The House Friday delayed action until 


September on a Senate-approved mea- 
sure that would require immediate re- 
moval of the beef ceilings. 


Lending support to industry predictions 


was an Agriculture Department report 
Friday showing that beef cattle slaughter 
In the first four days of this week was 24 
per cent below the same period last week 
and 31 per cent below a year ago. 


It said farmers were holding beef 


cattle off the market until the ceilings 
arc removed. 


President Richard J. Harman of the 


Natonal Restaurant 
Association sent 


President Nixon a telegram saying the 
beef shortage threatened restaurant shut- 
downs and unemployment. 


THE LABOR Department said July's 


4.7 per cent jobless rate was the lowest 
since 4.7 per cent in April, 1970, and 4.4 
per cent the month before that. Unem- 
ployment was 3.3 per cent when Presi- 
dent Nixon took office in 1969, but rose as 
high as 6.1 per cent before starting to 
decline last summer. 


Citing the fact that several hospitals 


around the country arc In critical short 
supply of beef for patients, the American 
Hospital Association today called upon 
the American Meat Institute and the Na- 
tional Association of Meat Purveyors to 
give hospitals, nursing homes, extended 
care facilities and other health care In- 
stitutions top priority in distribution of 
beef supplies. 


In a letter to Hcrrell DcGraff, presi- 


dent of the American Meat Institute and 
Raymond Thill, executive vice president 
of the National Association of Meat Pur- 
veyors, John Alexander McMahon, presi- 
dent of the AHA, said, "The purpose of 
this letter Is to urge your members to 
give hospitals, nursing homes, extended 
care facilities and other health care In- 
stitutions the highest priority for the beef 
and beef products that arc available dur- 
ing this period of shortage." 


McMahon went on to say, "Some of 


our 7,000 hospital members report that 


their supplies of beef arc almost at an 
end, and they are not certain of re- 
plenishing those supplies when needed." 


The AHA president said that "we 


strongly urge that patients of health care 
Institutions be given a top priority for 
that beef which Is available. In view of 
the fact that shortages may become even 
more critical, we further urge that a pri- 
ority for health care institutions bo in- 
stituted at once."

Reform action due 
on pension abuses 


One of the most tragic conditions 


of our current society is the plight 
of the elderly who thought they had 
provided for old age only to dis- 
cover, too late, that they arc being 
deprived of those resources. 


About half of the working people 


in the United States arc covered by 
pension plans established by their 
employers — yet not much more 
thnn 50 per cent of these workers 
will retire with some kind of em- 
ployer pension plan to bolster their 
limited social security. 


The Herald recently examined 


the dilemma of these private pen- 
sion plans in a special two-part re- 
port; they now arc the subject of 
much open debate and quiet politi- 
cal maneuvering in Washington. 
Reform 
legislation 
is 
urgently 


needed and too long overdue. 


One of tlic key issues in the cur- 


r c n t reform 
debate concerns 


whether or not pension promises 
can be made more secure. 


In many cases, an employe who 


thought that some of his earnings 
were going into a pension plan may 
find that there is nothing for him 
when he retires. In 1D71 the Senate 
Committee on Labor and Public 
Welfare released a survey which 
showed thai in a sample covering 7 
million pension plan participants 
since 1050, only 4 per cent have re- 
ceived any kind of pension benefit. 


This can be because the plan it- 


self requires that an employe stay 
with the same employer until near 
retirement in order to be assured 
of benefits (known as "vested in- 
terest"). Vesting occurs when an 
employe gets an assured claim on 
the pension fund. Sometimes the 
plan says that the employe gets no 
such right unless he stays with the 
same employer until he is 65; in 
other plans he begins to get this 
assurance when he has worked for 
the same employer for 10 years or 
until he is 55 or some similar test. 


Even with vested benefits, how- 


ever, an employe can get much 
less than he expected if the em- 
ployer doesn't put in enough money 
to cover the promises. There is 
very little in the way of legal fund- 
ing requirements; a plan can be 
set up and promise employe bene- 
fits with respect to prior years, but 
It doesn't have to put cash aside for 
these promises. In one famous 
case, when Studebokcr moved to 
Canada, thousands of employes 
found there was no money to pay 
their pensions. 


These abuses in vesting and 


funding are far too common, and 
Congressional action has become 
imperative. 


Of several bills introduced dur- 


ing recent months, S.B. 4 seems to 
offer the best chance for reform. It 
is sponsored by Sen. Harrison A. 
Williams Jr., D-N.J., and Jacob Ja- 
vits, R-N.Y. 


The Williams-Javitts Bill would 


provide for 30 per cent of the pen- 
sion claim after eight years of 
work under the plan, increasing by 
10 per cent a year thereafter; for 
full-funding after 30 years; and for 
mandatory reinsurance. This latter 
provision calls for some sort of in- 
surance premium that would be 
paid by all plans which would pro- 
vide a fund from which money 
could be paid to cover pension re- 
quirements of firms that go broke. 


The economic problems of old 


age will not be adequately solved 
for the elderly of the future — to- 
day's workers — unless positive, 
comprehensive action is taken to 
protect private pension plans and 
ensure financial security for the re- 
tired worker. 


The Williams-Javits proposal de- 


serves serious consideration; Con- 
gress should move swiftly and 
decisively to legislate proper pro- 
tection for the nation's workers. 


Reserves need support 


Keeping our Reserve and Nation- 


al Guard forces at a high level of 
training and readiness has as- 
sumed new importance for our na- 
tional defense. 


With the threat of the draft end- 


ed and an all-volunteer Army offer- 
Ing real incentives for fu'1-fledgcd 
enlistment, these Reserve forces 
are scrambling harder tha.i ever to 
fill their depicted ranks. 


Their chief task is to provide the 


regular Army with a quick and 
ready force in time of war or other 
n a t i o n a l emergency. A well- 
equipped and fully-manned Nation- 
al Guard and Reserve, deployablc 
on short notice, is potentially the 
most economical part of our de- 
fense system (30 per cent of the 
manpower for less than 5 per cent 
of the defense budget). An effec- 
tive Guard and Reserve is also the 
best guarantee against having to 
use a peacetime draft in future 
years. 


There is a need to minimize the 


economic or personal sacrifice that 
goes 
with membership in the 


Guard and reserve, and employers 
are In a position to help. They can 


grant Reservists time off for active 
duty training without subtracting it 
from vacation time, and assure 
them that absence for military 
duty will in no way jeopardize their 
standing for promotion or seniority 
benefits. 


Employers representing 15 mil- 


l i o n 
employes 
already 
have 


pledged to follow these policies in 
response to an appeal from the 
President's Committee for Em- 
ployer Support of the Guard or Re- 
serve. 


The Herald has endorsed this 


program for its own employes, and 
we urge other suburban employers 
to give this effort their full support 
and cooperation.

Full costs 
of Viet war 
just begun

WASHINGTON — Although the In- 


dochlna War Is sputtering to a halt after 
eight years and $110 billion, the hidden 
and greater part of the full costs of the 
war have only just begun. 


Those who anticipate war funds will 


now be available for social welfare uses 
should note the debt interest and veter- 
ans' pensions stemming from the Civil 
War came to more than four times the 
actual cost of the fighting. 


IN FACT. THE books on the Civil War 


are not closed yet. Although the last vet- 
eran, a 117-year-old Confederate, died in 
1959, 545 widows and children of both 
Confederate and Union soldiers are stilt 
receiving pensions from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 


The cost of those pensions Is now a 


paltry sum compared to that of veterans 
of recent wars, amounting to $618,000 last 
year, according to the VA. 


The last veteran of the Vietnam War, 


however, will undoubtedly still be alive 
in the 2050s and the last dependent might 
survive into the 22nd Century if, as in 
the past, some aged veterans take teen- 
age brides. 


THE BOOKS ON the American Revolu- 


tion were not closed until the last de- 
pendent, 
Phoebe 
M. 
Palmeter of 


Brookfield, N.Y., died at the age of 90 in 
1911 — 130 years after Lord Cornwallls 
surrendered his Redcoats to George 
Washington at Yorktown, Va. The total 
cost of that war came to $255 million of 
which 60 per cent was interest on the 
debt and pensions for veterans. 


Of the $14.4 billion total cost of the Civ- 


il War not including sums spent on those 
ubiquitous monuments 73 per cent was 
debt interest and veterans benefits. 


The veterans really got organized after 


the Spanish-American War. The total 
cost was $5.9 billion of which only 5 per 
cent was for the fighting and 1.4 per cent 
for debt interest, since that 13-week war 
came cheap and was quickly paid off. 
But veterans' benefits took up the re- 
mainder, or almost 20 times more than 
the military costs of the war. 


SOME 2.000 veterans and 31,000 wid- 


ows and children of Spanish-American 
War veterans still draw VA checks at a 
cost of $35.8 million last year. 


The books on the more recent wars are 


still wide open, of course. To date, World 
War II veterans benefits and debt Inter- 
est have cost about $160 billion — less so 
far than the $315 billion spent to Tight the 
war but considerably more than the $110 
billion military cost of the Vietnam 
War.

American history, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration thrives with $12.2 billion budgeted 
for the fiscal year that began July I — 
half for pension payments, one-quarter 
for medical care and the remaining 
quarter for college payments and other 
educational costs of veterans.

Most of his fortune has been made in the 
Independent oil refining business, a 
world In which cards arc played close to 
the vest for both financial and political 
reasons. 


ONE KEA.SO.V Shoheon got Interested 


In starting a Manhattan newspaper Is be- 
cause he plans to build o newsprint mill 
adjoining an oil refinery he is building at 
Come Dy Chance. Newfoundland. His oil 
ventures extend from California to New- 
foundland and Portugal. 


Within the next two years Sliahcen ex- 


pects his oil refining empire to expand 
greatly. "There will be about $1 billion 
Invested In It by then, much of it put up 
by British banks and Canadian govern- 
ment sources," ho said. 


"We arc among the world's biggest 


borrowers," Shaheen said. "We keep 
equity capital largely In our own hands. I 
c o n t r o l only one public company, 
McMillan Ring-Free Oil Co., which spe- 
cializes In lubricants." 


When the occasion justifies It, Shahccn 


has a flair for the dramatic. He recently 
chartered the world's biggest ocean 
liner. Queen Elizabeth II, to take 1,200 
persons to Come By Chance, New- 
foundland, next October for the dedica- 
tion of the first of three oil refineries he 
Is building In Canada's maritime prov- 
inces. 


HE SAin chartering the Queen Eliza-

You'll need a 
list for each store with prices noted for 
advertised specials. 


Plan menus ahead based on plentiful 


foods and competitive bargains. Match 
specials with low-cost menu Ideas spill-

meals for less. 


SLEEP ON decisions before buying 


big-dollar items. Persuasive sales- 
manship often makes an expensive car,

When bills arrive 
later, other planned or desired uses for 
the money must bo deferred or canceled. 
Result — an unbalanced spending pro- 
gram. 


Finance charges regularly rob 12 to 18 


per cent from a family's purchasing pow- 


er; that's one out of every eight or 6Vi 
spendable dollars. When you spend that 
12 to 18 per cent for goods Instead of 
time, you increase your real income. 


Impulsive buying and heavy credit use 


tend to go hand-in-hand with the result 
that people buy on "easy terms" things 
and services they would not dig down in 
their pocket and pay for in cash. 


Time invested in learning and prac- 


ticing shopping skills can pay off hand- 
somely In higher real income — without 
a boost in your paycheck dollars.

The receptionist politely smiles at each 


new candidate opening the door. Auto- 
matically she leans forward to offer, 
"HI. can I help you?" 


The majority of women entering the 


clinic of Chicago's Midwest Population 
Center on a procedure day arc ex- 
periencing the same female anxiety . . . 
an unexpected, undcsircd pregnancy. 


And regardless of Individual initial re- 


actions, the women arc also alike in 
keeping an appointment for abortion. 


The waiting room Is neither plush nor 


totally lacking In taste. The tiled floor is 
scrubbed clean. Several wild life posters 
brighten otherwise plain walls and live 
plants, randomly placed, show off new 
growth. 


Quiet, plped-in music that thoroughly 


blends Into the conversation Is occasion- 
ally interrupted by tho calling out of a 
name. 


A light touch, though a very befitting 


one, Is a small sign tacked over one 
doorway with bright letters boldly an- 
nouncing. "Control Your Local Stork." 


IT'S 3 P.M. and a half dozen women, 


some accompanied by a friend or rela- 
tive (they all arc urged to bring someone 
with them), arc seated in a small circle 
listening to one of the counselors with 
Instruments and plastic model In hand 
demonstrate and explain the applied suc- 
tion method for abortion. 


Before a woman sees the doctor slic 


will also bo individually counseled In 
an attempt to allay all fears and clear 
up any misunderstandings. 


It Is not a clandestine operation. Quite 


tho contrary, communication Is free and 
open. It Is Impossible for any woman to 
remain naive. 


The summer afternoon's clientele In- 


elude many working women who have ci- 
ther called In sick or taken the afternoon 
off. 


One young woman Is a waitress. She 


plans to be at her station at G p.m. 
Housewives, with children at home, will 
return In time to put dinner on the table. 


FALLING INTO both categories, a 


working mother, Is Beverly White of 
Hoffman Estates (not her real name), 
who this year has been financially bur- 
dened with paying off enormous hospital 
bills Incurred during her husband's re- 
cent Illness. She has two small children. 


"My family is already set up. We are

Just a couple weeks Into her pregnancy, 
she was eligible for tho simpler, less 
costly menstrual extraction.

formed it himself except he has no facil- 
ities," said Mrs. White. 


Doctors in the northwest suburbs who 


arc willing to perform abortions cur- 
rently have their hands tied. 


No hospital In the immediate area of- 


fers facilities for abortions to be per- 
formed on demand even though in 
January of this year the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that abortions arc legal any- 
where in this country during the first tri- 
mester or beginning 12 weeks of preg- 
nancy. 


And during the second trimester or un- 


til a fetus has reached a stage of "via- 
bility" — when a baby can be born and 
live outside Its mother — the state may 
regulate but still not forbid a woman 
from seeking an abortion. 


THIS LIBERAL decision sharply al- 


tered the application of anti-abortion 
laws in 46 states. One of them was Illi- 
nois. 


low the Catholic Church's unyielding dic- 
ta against abortions. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Ridge formed a group of physicians, the- 
ologians, administrators and trustees to 
study the issue. Though deliberating for 
several months, the committee has yet to 
announce a final decision. 


NORTHWEST Community Hospital In 


Arlington Heights, a nondenomlnational 
institution, voted to continue its present 
policy of allowing abortions only in cases 
where the mother's life Is endangered. 


This decision by the hospital's board of 


directors was reached after a resolution 
to provide facilities and equipment for 
abortions on demand was passed by a 
slim majority of doctors practicing at 
Northwest. 


Whether a community hospital can in 


fact deny local women their legal right 
has become a highly contested issue be- 
tween pro and anti-abortion fractions. 


Though the courts have ruled abortion 


"a matter to be determined only by a 
woman and her physician," suburban fe- 
males must still seek help elsewhere, be- 
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March 1 an order was signed by a fed- 


eral court judge putting Illinois law in 
compliance with the high court's deci- 
sion. Until that date abortion In Illinois 
had been legal only when the mother's 
life or health was threatened. 


Tho crux of the matter now lies with 


additional federal legislation passed this 
spring to protect individuals, hospitals 
and other health care Institutions which 
on the grounds of religious beliefs or 
moral convictions decide not to allow or 
perform abortions. 


Three Roman Catholic hospitals in this 


area — Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plalncs, Alexian Brothers Medical Cen- 
ter in Elk Grove Village and Resurrec- 
tion Hospital In Northwest Chicago — fol- 


yond their immediate neighborhoods and 
hospitals. 


Many are turning to the Chicago clin- 


ics that have opened in recent months to 
handle the overflow of abortion patients 
from 
overcrowded or uncooperative 


health Institutions. 


"YES, I DEFINITELY would have 


gone to New York if it had been neces- 
sary," admitted Mrs. White. "Only it 
would have been so much more con- 
venient if my own doctor could have 
done it." 
1 The Women's Service of the Midwest 
Population Center was inaugurated in 
the spring of this year over the concern 
with the rights of women to have un- 
wanted pregnancies terminated. 


"We don't like to use the word abor- 


tion," said Pat Jankowskl, a member of 
the nursing staff at the clinic, who con- 
tinually refers to the entire process as 
simply a pregnancy termination. 


On an average procedure day — Mon- 


days, Wednesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 
days — 25 women are treated. 


A woman who calls the clinic because 


she thinks she might be pregnant is 
counseled immediately on the phone and 
asked to come in for lab tests and a com- 
plete pelvic examination. If the preg- 
nancy is confirmed, she is then free to 
set up an appointment for an abortion. 
Everything can be completed In a few 
days. 


THE AVERAGE PRICE of a Chicago 


abortion is $125 although some clinics 
may charge as much as $175 to $200. The 
additional cost usually covers lab fees, 
follow-up visits and a free supply of birth 
control pills or other preferred con- 
traceptive. 


Menstrual extraction, often performed 


to relieve the minds of women who tnink 
they are definitely pregnant when it's 
still too early for tests to accurately de- 
tect pregnancy, is a simpler process and 
hence, costs less than $50. 


Yet with the latter, a woman must 


make up her mind quickly. Time is of 
the essence. A menstrual extraction 
must be performed within a 10-day peri- 
od, between the seventh and 17th day 
from the due date of a woman's missed 
period. 


"Most of the women who come in to 


see us have already made up their 
minds," said Janice Kulp, associate di- 
rector of the Midwest Family Planning 
Association whose counseling offices are 
located at 5952 W. Addison. 


"WE ACT MORE or less as a sounding 


board. We don't tell women what to do, 
but if they have made up their minds, we 
will support them in their decision." 


No set pattern shows up in the kind or 


even ages of women currently seeking 
abortions. Most agencies do not even 
note whether a woman Is married or 
single. It Is of no consequence. 


Of the women who Indicate being 


single, "most are involved in one steady 
relationship," said Miss Kulp. "They 
eventually plan to marry that same guy 
but either don't want children right away 
or have other things to accomplish first 
... like completing their education. 


"Some women for health purposes are 


taken off the pill by their doctors but 
never advised as to what other con- 
traceptive to use," she continued, citing 
cases. 


A number of women like Mrs. White 


are married with families already estab- 
lished. They do not want another child. 
Often they are accompanied to the clin- 
ics by their husbands. The decision is a 
joint one, between man and wife. 


ONE SUBURBAN woman in her mid- 


thirties was waiting for a menstrual ex- 
traction at the Population Center's clinic. 
She was somewhat a celebrity for being 
the 1000th patient. 


"How do I know I'm pregnant? After 


having three children, you recognize the 
symptoms. There is no doubt in my 


THIS TIME my husband looked up 


from the letter. "Say that again?" 


"That money is—." I tried to think of 


another way to put It. From the look on 
his face, I could see he was not going to 
be able to understand. However, I could 
also see he wanted to know why the mon- 
ey was being sent. 


"Look, remember I gave Anne some

MY HUSBAND put the letter down 


and walked away, quietly talking to 
himself. 


In a little while he came back out to 


the kitchen, his mood having changed 
considerably. 


"Remember?" he began 
brightly, 


"how I used to tell you I married you 
because I thought your family 
had 


money?" 


I told him I did and reminded him how 


we both had laughs on that one. 


"Well, I have just concluded that it's 


true. If someone added up all the debts 
you and your sisters owe to one another, 
the family would be worth an enormous 
amount of money." 


I must tell my sisters that one. Some- 


how we have to harness this potential. It 
could be the way family fortunes are 
made. 


The medical technique 


of early abortion 


The vacuum aspirator method is 


now the most common medical 
technique used to terminate preg- 
nancies during the first trimester. 
Beyond the first 12 weeks, an abor- 
tion becomes more complicated 
and requires a hospital stay. 


The actual suction procedure 


takes only five to seven minutes 
and is performed after a small 
amount of local anesthetic has 
been administered to the cervix. 


"With the non-traumatic suction 


t e c h n i q u e very few hard In- 
struments are used at all and very 
few complications occur. In this 
stage of the game we arc dealing 
with nothing more than a tissue," 
said Pat Jankowskl, a nurse for 
the women's bureau of the Midwest 
Population Center, Chicago. 


THE CERVICAL canal must be 


opened to permit entry. This is ac- 
complished by passing a series of 
dialtors, each slightly larger than 
the last, into the cervix. A vacuum 
curette is then inserted into the ut- 
erus and suction Is applied for 20 to 
40 seconds. This empties the uterus 
completely of fetal tissue. Slight 
cramping may be experienced dur- 
ing this time. 


"They are very much like men- 


strual cramps and they don't last 
long," said Miss Jankowskl. "Ac- 
tually it is a necessary, normal re- 


mind. We thought it over, my husband 
and I. What would be better .. . having 
another child or this, and I decided this 
is much easier. My husband just started 
his own business and we don't need the 
financial strain of another child right 
now." 


When asked If she would have sought 


out an abortion if not legal in this state, 
she answered frankly, "No, I would have 
gone ahead and had the baby. But be- 
lieve me, afterwards I would have had 
my tubes tied so it would never happen 
again." 


"I knew it was something I had to do," 


said Gale, a petite 23-year-old separated 
from her husband and mother of a 
5-year-old son. 


"IT WAS, I'LL admit, a stupid mistake 
... a one-night affair. The father never 
even knew. 


"I had no right bringing in a child like 


that. I would have hurt not only myself 
but also my son. I'm working to support 
him. 


"I could have always gone on welfare, 


a woman alone and pregnant is eligible, 
but that's no barrel of laughs, believe me 
I know," she continued. 


"For me, it was cut and dried. There 


were no alternatives. When it was all 
over, I felt greatly relieved. I even 
stopped on the way home and bought a 
pair of new shoes. Of course, I was a 
little tired, but partially that was the re- 
lease of all the worry and tension I had 
built up," she added. 


"Thank God, it was legal. I have a son 


to raise. I wouldn't be foolish enough to 
endanger my life, but I had to have an 
abortion and New York would have been 
financially Impossible for me." 


"A SENSE OF relief seems to far out- 


weigh any guilt feelings," remarked one 


action and indicates that the uterus 
is returning to its normal size. 
There is no pain otherwise." 


A menstrual extraction per- 


formed during the first two weeks 
of a pregnancy utilizes the same 
general suction technique. Yet be- 
cause the pregnancy is caught so 
early, the process Is much simpler 
to perform. Dialysis of the cervix 
and a local anesthetic are seldom 
required. 


FOLLOWING THE operation a 


patient is given time and a place 
for recovery. A woman is told she 
may leave as soon as she feels like 
getting up. 


Some clinics require follow-up 


visits while others tell women to 
make an appointment with their 
own doctor for a six-weeks check- 
up. If a woman does not already 
have a doctor of her own, coun- 
selors will recommend one. 


A woman experiencing uncom- 


fortable side effects or a great 
amount of bleeding after returning 
home is told to contact the clinic. 


During the second trimester an 


abortion is much more physically 
demanding upon a woman. 


"Then we must refer her out. 


But if a woman truly wants an 
abortion after the 12th week, then 
we will provide every means to 
help her obtain it in a safe way," 
said Miss Jankowski. 


counselor. "The patients we see are 
more concerned whether or not it Is go- 
ing to hurt than if they are committing 
an Immoral act." 


Mrs. White reappeared and chatted 


briefly after undergoing a menstrual ex- 
traction. She was a true testimony. The 
entire procedure, recovery tune includ- 
ed, had taken less than 30 minutes. 
"Here's a satisfied customer," said the 
receptionist. "Tell the others how you 
feel. Everyone thinks women walk out of 
here white, shaken and ready to faint." 


And Mrs. White was indeed in good 


spirits when she checked out with her 
counselor and promised to see her own 
doctor in six weeks. 


"We always tell people we never want 


to see them again. But if it happens then 
it is your choice to make ... no one 
else's," the receptionist continued. 


And that is why advocates of abortion 


are most concerned with steps Right-to- 
Lifers and other abortion foes are taking 
toward an amendment to the U. S. Con- 
stitution that would guarantee life from 
the moment of conception and, in effect, 
outlaw abortion. 


"WHEN IT IS against the law, a wom- 


an will Find other means," said Miss Jan- 
kowski. "We will again see the rise of 
quacks charging enormous fees and leav- 
ing women sterile or to die. Or women 
will try to abort themselves with kero- 
sene-soaked rags, vacuum cleaners and 
coat hangers. Only the rich will be able 
to afford to travel outside the country to 
obtain one." 


A three-bill regulatory package for 


abortion was passed by the Illinois legis- 
lature July 1 and signed by Gov. Walker 
July 19. Yet until the bills are enacted,

A revision o( the Illinois Constitution 


dealing with bills passed after Juno 30 
throws n cloud of uncertainty over when 
tho legislation will actually become ef- 
fective. 


The key measure In tho package per- 


mits abortions only by a physician any 
tlmo during the pregnancy. Alter the sec- 
ond trimester the operation must also bo 
performed In a hospital where life-sup- 
porting equipment would be on hand in 
case the fetus is viable. 


IN THE LAST three months of preg- 


nancy the operation could be performed 
only to preserve the physical or mental 
health of a woman, and then only after 
consultation with two other physicians. 


If a pregnant woman appears uncer- 


tain as to what course she really wants 
to take, counselors at tho various clinics 
will refer her to a RIght-To-Llfe tele- 
phone counseling service.

It's still a 
good Idea when one returns from these 
outdoor parties to take a bath, applying 
a thick lather, then rinsing off to take 
care of any chlggcrs still clinging. Nail 
polish docs help, but why It should re- 
mains a mystery since It's the fluid that 
the chlggcr injects that causes the itch- 
Ing.

Foundations 
good career 
for women 


by GAY PAULEY 


There Is an area of careers for women 


of which little is heard, about which 
much is being done, and where even 
greater progress still Is urged. 


The career executive post in the na- 


tion's estimated 
26,000 private-grant 


foundations which last year gave away 
$2.2 billion for various causes. 


"We figure that almost 30 per cent of 


various foundation officers are women," 
said Dr. Robert F. Goheen, the former 
president of Princeton University who 
since last October has been chairman 
and chief executive officer of the Council 
on Foundations. 


"The figure is rather higher than I'd 


expected," he said. "It's higher at the 
executive level than say at banks or col- 
leges. Some women are playing quite an 
effective role. 


He mentioned among others: Jane Lee 


Eddy, executive director, the Taconic 
Foundation; Martha Wallace, executive 
director, the Henry Luce Foundation; 
Jane Dustan, program director, the 
Foundation for Child Development, and 
Sheila A. McLean, assistant general 
counsel, the huge Ford Foundation. 


GOHEEN FOR 15 years was Prince- 


ton's president and it was during his ad- 
ministration that the university in 1968 
decided to go coeducational, admitting 
the first women students In 1969. 


Now, as head of the nonprofit Council 


on Foundations, Inc, his role is to im- 
prove the operations of its membership 
including the opening of more doors to 
women and minority groups. 


In an Interview, Dr. Goheen conceded 


many problems in so doing — "There is 
no organized placement service in the 
foundation field. Often placement is a 
personal matter . . . somebody knows 
somebody. You can't turn over personnel 
at will." 


But encouraging, he said, were the 


findings in a current council study, In- 
stigated at the request of Congress- 
woman Martha W. Griffiths, for tho 
House Ways and Means Committee. 


Of the 460 foundations (85 per cent of 


the council's membership responding), 
these statistics emerged: 


RELATIVELY FEW grants were re- 


Dotted that were directed specifically to 
women's groups or women's causes, al- 
though $5.7 million more in grants were 
so directed as compared to men's organi- 
zations and activities. 


Rather, the grants went to organiza- 


tions where both sexes benefited. 


Some 17.68 per cent of the board of 


trustees or directors were women; 28 per 
cent of the executive officers and non- 
clerical staff were women; and women 
holding major responsibilities In founda- 
tions added up to 19 chairmen of boards, 
five vice chairmen, 38 presidents, 51 vice 
presidents, 33 secretaries, 12 treasurers, 
12 committee chairmen, and eight execu- 
tive directors. One out of five trustees Is 
a woman.

Agnew, Ervin didn't choose best quotes 
The Bible gives advice on Watergate 


Two stellar entertainments highlighted 


the New Orleans scene In early July: 


• Pat Hamilton, a Houston Methodist 


minister's son who belongs to "H.E.W." 
a nightclub act, convulsed capacity 
crowds with his hilarious mimicry of Bil- 
ly Graham, Oral Roberts, Brother Al and 
Hov. Ike — simultaneously. 


• The President of the nation's ninth 


largest religious denomination, the three- 
million member Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod, provided an equally amus- 
ing (If unintended performance, by los- 
ing Ms temper In front of some 75 re- 
porters — and very nearly stomping out 
of his press conference. 


The Rev. Dr. J.A.O. Prcus appeared at 


the press conference at the end of both a 
long day as well, apparently, as his rope. 


MIS IMMEDIATE tcstincss was odd, 


considering the fact that his arch-con- 
servative supporters had just re-elected 
him to a second four year presidency — 
by operating with such Impressive pre- 
cision and power as to resemble a Pan- 
zer division disposing of a troop of Polish 
horse cavalry. 


But Prcus seems to regard most of the 


press In a manner which by comparison 
mokes President Nixon seem downright 
affectionate. 


Even "Gentle Jim" Adams, the former 


Benedictine monk who reports religion 
for tile St. Louis Post Dispatch (and, In- 
evitably, recurrent scandals In Prcus' 
national headquarters In St. Louis) was 
angrily and quite unjustifiably blasted by 
the Lutheran president. President Preus 
was similarly rude and evasive to Bob 
Tucschcr of the St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat. 


Prcus was apparently still furious 


about what followed his statement to the 
press that his denomination's official 
doctrine regards both the famed deep 
seas digestion of Jonah as well as the 
story of Adam and Eve as being literal 
history. 


"II()\V WAS JONAH able to breathe 


while inside the belly of that great fish 
for three days?" Dr. Prcus was asked. 
"Was the great fish (Chapter 2. Verse 1) 
possibly n frequently spouting whole, so 
Jonah could breathe while the whole 
spnnted?" 


Prcus disdained tills golden opportuni- 


ty to provide the readers of most of the 
nation's newspapers with some enlight- 
enment regarding tills long standing pis- 
catory problem. 


Instead, he immediately shunted to the 


Garden of Eden where, he explained, 
Adnm and Eve disobeyed God's orders 
nut to eat the fruit of the Tree of the 
Knowledge of Good and Evil. (Genesis 
2:17). 


But If they didn't know the difference 


between right and wrong — In fact were 
so (dangerously) Ignorant that they 
weren't even awnrc of their nudity (Gen- 
esis 3:11) — how could they reasonable 


be blamed? 


"God told them not to eat that fruit!" 


growled Prcus, by now too visibly in- 
furiated to be very Impressed by consid- 
erations of reason. 


BUT SINCE ADAM and Eve had no 


knowledge of right or wrong, how could 
they be expected to obey God rather than 
the serpent, whose assurances were sup- 
ported by apparently alluring fruit? 


At this point, the usually stony visage 


of Preus commenced glowing like a Nor- 
wegian aurora borealls, as he grabbed 
for his brief cose and began stalking out. 


But the denomination's trusty press 


agent, Victor Bryant, hastily Intervened 
and apparently soothed the Preus pas- 
sion by loudly rebuking the Inquiring re- 
porter.

Vice President Splro T. Agnew and 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., recently got 
into a Bible-quoting contest over Water- 
gate. 


Neither of them chose the most apt 


biblical texts that could be applied to this 
affair. 


The Mosaic Law, as recorded in the 


19th Chapter of the Book of Leviticus, 
gets right down to brass tacks about it: 


"You shall not steal; you shall not 


cheat or deceive a fellow-countryman. 
You shall not swear in God's name with 
Intent to deceive... 


"You shall not pervert justice, either 


by favoring the poor or by subservience 
to the great. You shall judge your fellow- 
countryman with strict justice." 


THERE ARE many other Biblical pas- 


sages, written thousands of years ago, 
that sound as though they might have 
come from current newspaper editorials 
about conflicting testimony and evident 
perjury at various Watergate hearings 
and trials. 


"Strike dumb the lying lips which 


speak grievous things proudly and con- 
temptuously!" cried the Hebrew poet 


who wrote the 31st Psalm. 


And the Book of Proverbs warns: 
"There are six things the Lord hates; 


yes, seven are an abomination to Him: a 
proud look, lying tongue, hands that shed 
innocent blood, a heart that devises wick- 
ed schemes, feet that are swift to run to 
mischief, a false witness that speaks lies, 
and he that sows discord among the 
people." 


THE TECHNOLOGY of bugging had 


not been perfected in the time of King 
Solomon, but spying and eavesdropping 
were very familiar. One of the proverbs 
attributed to Solomon warns: "Do not 
disclose another's secret." Still another 
bit of Solomonic wisdom might be inter- 
preted as a caution against courtiers who 
try to "protect" a ruler against disturb- 
ing knowledge: 


"The fawning mouth brings ruin." 
Here are a few other Biblical texts 


whose application to various persons 
and-or episodes of Watergate you can de- 
cide for yourself: 


"A treacherous blow cuts both ways. 


The man who digs a pit will fall into it; 
he who sets a snare will be caught by 
it. On the man who does evil, evil will 


recoil." (Ecclesiasticus 27: 25-30.) 


"ANY ADVISER will offer counsel, but 


some are governed by self-Interest . . . 
Stick to the advice your own heart gives 
you; no one can be truer to you than 
that. A man's conscience often forewarns 
him better than seven watchmen perched 
on a watchtower." (Ecclesiasticus 37:7; 
13-14). 


Perhaps the most stringent indictment 


of corruption in high places which can be 


found in the Bible is Jesus' Parable of 
the Talents, which concludes with the 
warning that "much will be expected of 
those to whom much is entrusted." The 
plain implication is that men who are 
placed in positions of great power are 
expected not merely to obey the laws, 
but to conform to much higher standards 
of ethical behavior than are applicable to 
ordinary citizens.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have an occasional 


flarcup with my dlvcrticulosis. Would 
you please explain this condition to me. 
I'm on a low residue diet, and am told to 
take a laxative every day. Is It neces- 
sary to have a dally elimination? Every 
bottle or can warns me that prolonged 
use of laxatives may result in depend- 
ency. Are laxatives the only way? 


Dear Reader — Diverticula arc small 


hcrniatcd pockets along the intestine. Of- 
ten they arc along the left colon. These 
little side pockets literally are hernia- 
tlons of the Inner lining of the colon into 
pocket-like formations. In many people 
they cause no symptoms, in others they 
become symptoms similar to appendi- 
citis, or they may even bleed. I have dis- 
cussed this problem before. 


Many authorities feel that dlvcrtlcula 


arc associated with poor function of the 
bowel, specifically spastic colon and con- 
stipation-type problems. Dr. Denis Bur- 
kitt feels that the lack of bulk In the 
American diet Is the reason this problem 
is so common In our society. It's not very 
common In societies that have a gfteat 
deal of cereal fiber In their diet. 


His studies, and others, have resulted 


In a change In thinking by most doctors 
about what kind of diet a person should 
have, to prevent or manage a problem of 
dlvcrticulosis. Other than acute in- 
flammatory problems, which are a spe- 
cial problem, most of these individuals 
are better off if they have a diet which

contains an appreciable amount of bulk. 
This Is just the opposite of the low resi- 
due diet that you've mentioned. 


The conol contracts in a rhythmic fash- 


Ion to move the food residue along. If 
there's not much residue In the colon, It 
overcontracts and goes into spasm. This 
starts off the chain of events that leads 
to spastic colon, constipation, and related 
problems. By using something to provide 
sufficient bulk, such as the natural ce- 
real fiber that should occur in eating 
whole cereals or unrefined cereals, this 
problem is avoided. The diverticula arc 
an outgrowth of prolonged poor bowel 
function. 


OBVIOUSLY. A CHEMICAL laxative 


is certainly not the answer to this prob- 
lem. Bulk expander type laxatives are 
useful in a number of conditions and do 
not have the same harmful effects. 
Chemical laxatives propel food through 
the small intestine too rapidly and end 
up disturbing the function of the colon. 
Most specialists In 
gastroentcrology 


would not recommend a laxative regu- 
larly for a person who has diverticula. 


Quite the contrary, they would recom- 


mend a bowel training program directed 
toward prevention of spastic colon, con-

sttpatlon and related problems. This is 
achieved by changing the diet at a suit- 
able time to one that contains a satisfac- 
tory amount of bulk and establishing 
regular bowel habits. One might need to 
use a bulk expander or, at interims, a 
small tap water enema in the process of 
training the bowel. 


In a nutshell, I do not agree with the 


type of program you're on If it is being 
provided to you for a treatment of divcr- 
tlculosis. It is not the form of treatment 
that I think most gostroenterologists 
would recommend for constipation or 
spastic or irritable colon. The chemical 
laxative habit usually leads to continued 
problems with the bowel.

LOS ANGELES - The Lance Rcntzcl 


suspension (or a year by Pete Rozclle 
portends the Inevitable collision between 
the players of the Natonal Football 
League and their management, as repre- 
sented by the Commlssoncr's Office. 


It will shake the structure of this coun- 


try's most glamorous sport. 


Ed Garvey, the intensely aggressive 


executive director of the NFL Players 
Association, spent most of a recent Tues- 
day at the Pico Boulevard offices of the 
Los Angeles Rams, taking a deposition 
from general manager Don Klostcrman. 


That night he showed up far cocktails 


and dinner at the plush Bel Air manse of 
owner Carroll Roirnbloom. "That's too 
bad about Lance," the conversation be- 
«nn. 


"What's too bad?" All day with the 


Rams he hadn't heard about the com- 
mlssoner's suspension of the team's 
trouble-embroiled wide receiver. 


"Why, that S.O.B.!" exploded Garvey. 
And later, even before he could consult 


In depth with Rcntzcl, he revealed, 
"We're thinking of seeking a temporary 
restraining order against Rozclle's deci- 
sion on the basis ho will suffer Irrepa- 
rable harm and to keep Rozclle from in- 
terfering in his employment relation- 
ship with the Los Angeles Rams. And 
then we'd seek a permanent Injunction 
on the grounds Rozclle acted in an arbi- 
trary and capricious manner." 


The player Is suspended without pay 


and the rtnmn can't pay him during his 
suspension. The club Is just as unhappy 
a* Ganry about the decision, but since 
ostensibly It Is lloielle's employer It 
can't register official or public complaint 
with his decision.

The col- 
lective bargaining agreement between 
the players' association and the 26 teams 
of the NFL which took effect Feb. 1,1970 
(though it wasn't signed until June 17, 
1971) expires on Jan. 30, 1974. And al- 
ready, though there has been virtually no 
negotiation for a new agreement, Garvey 
and his team are talking darkly about a 
protracted strike which would shake up 
the sport. 


"I would prefer a one-issue strike," 


says Garvey, "—break up the league." 


"The structure of pro football has got 


to change or there'll be a strike," says 
John Mackey, the president of the play- 
ers' group, who has just retired as an 
active player. 


At the heart of their argument Is the 


assertion that Rozelle, who Is no longer 
the sole arbitrator In Injury grievances, 
should not be the Irrevocable authority In 
non-Injury grievances. As matters stand 
right now, they have no appeal within 
the structure of their own sport, on deci- 
sions such as the Rentzel suspension. 


Tex Schramm, the president of the 


Dallas Cowboys and one of the most in- 
fluential men in the NFL, looks gloomily 
at the growing schism between the asso- 
ciation (labor) and the ov.-ners (manage- 
ment) and sees no accord ahead. 


"We cannot," he says, "compromise 


our league as we've built it." 


So look for turbulence in professional 


football six months from now, whether or 
not Lance Rentzel is able to put on a 
uniform again.

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Transparent dashers aid hockey fans 


Spectators at ice hockey games arc al- 


ways treated to considerable amounts of 
fail-paced, rugged action. 


However, they frequently miss some of 


the most exciting aspects of the game — 
action along the dashcrboards — because 
their view Lt blocked by these opaque 
units. 


Transparent dashers would, of course, 


bo the answer. But what sec-through ma- 
terial could stand up to constant attack 
by pucks, sticks, skates and bodies, plus 
the corrosive effect of cleaning chem- 
icals and water — and still economically 
provide a clear view of action along the 
boards? 


An Innovative solution to this tradition- 


al viewing restriction for Ice hockey tans 
has been developed by planners of the 
Ice rink at the now St. Paul Civic Center, 
home of the Minnesota Fighting Saints of 
the World Hockey Association. They've 
adopted a unique transparent dash- 


crboaril system — the first of Its type In 
North America — constructed of 3/4- 
Inch-thlck panels of clear Plcxlglas 
brand acrylic plastic. 


"It's a super system," says Dave 


Brooks, a former member of the U.S. 
Olympic Hockey Team, and now an exec- 
utive with the Fighting Saints. "Under 
normal conditions, spectators miss a lot 
of the action along the boards because 
their view is blocked. With our clear pan- 
els, they get In on this part of the 
game . . . We've had a great reaction 
from our fans. They really love this set 
up." 


How about the players? What do they 


think about the new style dasherboard 
system? 


"No problem," says Len Lllyh'.irn, left 


wing on one of the Fighting Saints' lines. 
"None of the players I've talked with 
had anything negative to say about the 
set up. Not even the goalies. I've

checked with several of them and they 
say the clear panels don't distract them 
or make it more difficult to pick up the 
puck." 


"In addition lo opening up the game 


for spectators, the tec.through dash- 
crboards have other advantages. Game 
experience has shown that the Plcxlglas 
panels contribute to the quality of play 
by providing fast, accurate rebounds. 
The plastic sheets also have an attrac- 
tive appearance, arc easy to clean, and 
are highly durable. For example, only 
one dasher was broken during the course 
of the Fighting Saints' home season — 
and that occurred when a fork lift truck 
used In maintenance ran into It. 


Individual transparent dashers are five 


feet wide and approximately three feet 
high. Each panel is set into polyethylene 
strips on the top, bottom and sides. 
These strips are in turn attached to a 
steel frame. The dasher unit is easy to 
assemble and dismantle — an important 
plus since the Ice rink is erected and dis- 
assembled many times during the year.

NEW YORK — "You know, I saw it all 


happen, from beginning to end," said 
Harry Hooper, Hall of Fame outfielder, 
in "The Glory of Their Times." "I still 
can't believe what I saw: 


"This 19-year-old kid, crude, poorly 


educated, only lightly brushed by the so- 
cial veneer we call civilization, gradually 
transformed Into the idol of American 
youth and the symbol of baseball the 
world over — a man loved by more 
people and with an intensity of feeling 
that perhaps has never been equaled. 


"I saw a man transformed from a hu- 


man being into something pretty close to 
a god. If somebody had predicted that 
back on the Boston Red Sox in 1914, he 
would have been thrown into a lunatic 
asylum." 


George Herman Ruth, soon to be 


known universally as "Babe," joined the 
Red Sox as a lett-hander) pitcher. After 
four years thli "Big Baboon," as seme of 
his teammates called him, emerged as 
one of the best pitchers In baseball — but 
also as one of the great hitters. In 1919 
he was switched full time to the outfield 
to take advantage of his bat on a dally 
basis. 


What followed Is the stuff of myths. He 


became a combination Hercules and 
Henry VIII, a folk hero of prodigious 
strength and appetites. On the field, he 
revolutionized baseball with his heroic 
slugging. But he remained a man, for all 
that: he swore, he brawled, he drank, he 
wenched, he patronized brothels; he was 
a spend-thrift, a braggart, a gambler, a 
glutton, a man-child. "Babe Ruth did not 
provide a noble example for the youth of 
the nation," said Bill Veeck, "which is 
undoubtedly why the youth of the nation 
loved him." 


This homely man with small, deep-set 


but clear brown eyes and pug nose, 
whose skinny legs held up a powerful tor- 
so thrilled millions with his savage swing 
and Gargantuan home runs. 


He hit 714 regular-season home runs in 


his 21-year career. His legened has 
grown to immortal proportions today. It 
Is the fable of Ruth and not his home run 
record that Henry Aaron unwittingly and 
undeservedly struggles against as he 
closes in on that career home-run record. 


Some have reacted strongly to Aaron's 


run at the record, which was once con- 
sidered unapproachable If not In tact In. 
violate. Racist letters to Aaron, a black 
man, reviled him for his Iconoclasm. 
Meanwhile, old men root for Ruth tho 
myth. 


It is certainly not a white man's record 


as much as it is Ruth's record. Roger 
Marls, a white man, hit 61 home runs to 
break Ruth's mark of 60 in a season. Re- 
action was so substantial that Marls en- 
tered the record books burdened by an 
asterisk because his schedule called for 
more games than Ruth's. 


It Is only Ruth's home run records that 


are so sacred, for they symbolize his 
power, real and mythical. There was no 
uproar 
when Mickey Mantle 
broke 


Ruth's career strikeout record. No 
storming of Cooperstown when Whltey 
Ford broke Ruth's World Series pitching 
record. Only a wink when Ted Williams 
was fined $5,000 and equalled another 
Huthian mark. 


Ruth's home runs mode him a larger- 


than-life Superman. Yet his origins hard- 
ly promised such deification. He had 
been a boy off the Baltimore streets — 
"I was a bad kid" he wrote in his auto- 
biography — who wound up In St. Mary's 
Home for Boys, an Institution for the 
wayward and incorrigible. He flowered 
into a muscular strapping 6-2 kid with

The polite evasions of civilized speech 
and their Interdictions were never for 
him, and sometimes he said shocking 
things." 


The late sportswrlter Grantland Rice, 


wrote once of such an incident. Ruth had 
been invited to a dinner party with the 
dignified Mr. and Mrs. Walter Lip- 
pmann. Mrs. 
Llppmann 
courteously 


asked Ruth to describe the home run he 
"called" in the 1932 World Series. Ruth 
boomed Into it: "... After the second 
(censored) pitch, I point my bat at these 
(censored) bleachers — right where I 
aim to park the (censored) ball ..." 
The Lippmanns soon deported the party. 


But the rest of the nation stuck closely 


to watch Ruth's act. His home runs 


brought an excitement not previously 
known to American sports. It was stand- 
i n g-rcom-only wherever he played. 
Small towns on the spring training route 
celebrated "Babe Ruth Day" when tho 
Yanks came in. 


Ruth's timing was excellent and not 


just at the plate. Baseball had been 
slogging in rough waters with the Black 
Sox scandal. Ruth's childlike honesty and 
marvelous feats lifted the game. In 1919 
he hit 29 homers. In 1920, traded to tho 
Yankees, he hit 59. Yankee attendance 
alone doubled after his arrival. News- 
papers daily carried a box on Ruth's ex- 
ploits. 


He was the epitome of the American 


dream, a poor boy who became rich and 
famous and yet remained unfettered. His 
salary for one year would eventually be 
more than that of the president of the 
United States. 


"So what, I had a better year than ho 


did," Ruth would say.

Public has right 


to Centner facts 


Since June 23, when the Palatine Vil- 


lage Board forced the resignation of Rob- 
ert R. Centner as chief of police, peti- 
tions have been circulated throughout the 
village until, to date, over 2,100 resi- 
dents, many of whom voted for the Re- 
publican candidates In the April election, 
have endorsed Centner's right to a public 
hearing. 


The petition reads, "The undersigned 


people of the Village of Palatine demand 
a public hearing on the ousting of the 
police chief. We feel that a demotion or 
release of any village official should only 
he done after a public hearing, with evi- 
dence and witnesses provided, to sub- 
stantiate the reasons." 


The petition docs not Imply an eval- 


uation of Centner nor Centner's adminis- 
trative ability. The petition does not state 
that he should be reinstated as chief. It 
does say that Centner should have the 
right to a public hearing, a right to de- 
fend himself against the defamatory 
charges made against him. 


PLEASE HEAI.17E that no evidence 


has been given to support the allegations 
used as a basis for Centner's ousting. 
And while the Herald has never hesitated 
to print these allegations, it totally 
omitted any account of testimony given 
at the July 2 village board meeting In 
Certncr's defense by William Holland, a 
12-year member of the fire and police 
commission, and by Fred Zajonc, a vil- 
lage trustee. 


Centner has not had a public hearing. 


He tins had a managerial review, but not 
a public hearing. The difference? In a 
public hearing before the fire and police 
commission. Centner would be entitled to 
Icwl counsel from an attorney of his 
choice and would be able to have wit- 
ne««es subpoenaed to testify In his be- 
Itnlf. Also, the fire and police commis- 
sion, and only the fire and police com- 
mission, has the poncr to refer any wit- 
ness guilty of perjury to the proper au- 
thorities for prosecution. 


The facts which arc emerging as a re- 


sult of nn independent Investigation by 
the Tribune leave very serious doubt as 
to the village board's motivation In Cen- 
tner's ousting as being In the best Inter- 
est of the village citizenry. From the 
Tribune's Investigation, Centner's oust- 
Inn would appear to be only In the best 
Interest of Wendell Jones, village board 
president. Did the Republican trustees, 
who have supported Jones' denial of a 
public hearing for Centner, even know 
about his alleged pre-election bargaining 
with the Broun of dissident policemen? 
Arc they willing to sacrifice their own 
p e r s o n a l reputations as responsible 
trustees for the blind loyalty to anyone, 
as Wendell Jones, who Is capable of such 
pross Indiscretions, If not civil wrong- 
doings? 


EVEN THE LEGAL opinion that Pala- 


tine, as a home rule municipality, can 
Ignore the state statutes requiring t. 
heiirlng for the chief nf police could bo 
questioned. Has the village board's legal 
counsel misinterpreted the spirit of home 
rule which Is designed for the public wel- 
fare? Further, a Circuit Court ruling by 
Judge J. Waldo Ackcrman, In n case ap- 
pealed to and now pending before the Il- 
linois Supreme Court, disallows munici- 
palities to exercise home rule powers 
over any statute In effect prior to the 
adoption of the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


Jones has repeatedly said that Centner 


does not want n public hearing. Let's get 
the quote straight; Centner's letter of 
resignation began, "In view of the fact 
that under tho proposed passage of 
'home rule* ordinance this date I will not 
be allowed a public hearing before the 
Palatine fire and police commission to 


judge my competency, I hereby tender 
my resignation." This said, ui effect, 
that he was resigning only because he 
had been denied a public hearing. At no 
time, despite numerous Interviews, has 
Centner ever said that he doesn't want a 
public hearing. Rather, he was quoted by 
the Tribune as saying last week that he 
"definitely" wants a public hearing. "I 
believe that if the village board has 
charges against me, then I should have a 
public hearing." 


And what about the citizens' right to 


know? Again from 
The Trib's in- 


vestigation, it appears that much needs 
to be aired and brought to the public's 
attention regarding the pre-election and 
post-election activities of Wendell Jones 
and the policemen Involved. 


AT A TIME WHEN suspicion of public 


officials has never been stronger, the 
people of Palatine need to be Informed of 
all facts which will help them to assess 
and evaluate the village officials that 
they have elected to office. As long as 
questions are left unanswered and doubts 
are allowed to remain, It will be Impos- 
sible for the village board to govern ef- 
fectively and with the support and trust 
of the community. 


Does Wendell Jones care about this? 


As he has ignored the outcry of as many 
as 2100 residents, Jones has blatantly 
shown his total lack of respect for Pala- 
tine's citizens. 


And where are those 6,300 people who 


support the village board's position? 
Jones was quoted as saying, "For every 
one name on that petition, I can get 
three opposing It." The answer is that 
they do not exist. In calling the petition 
drive a political tactic and in attempting 
to link the petitions to the VIPs, Jones 
has failed to realize that this Issue tran- 
scends political ties. People, even those 
who voted for the Republican slate in 
part or in total, feel no loyalty to elected 
officials who so arrogantly abuse the 
public trust.

A concerned reader answers 'no? 
Sunday betting at the race track? 


For weeks, now, I have been scanning 


the columns of The Herald for some 
news as to how the people of this com- 
munity reacted to the apparent move of 
the racetrack Interests to establish horse 
racing at Arlington Heights racetrack on 
Sundays, for which The Herald ex- 
pressed full support editorially and ad- 
vanced various arguments in Its favor. 


Not finding any mention of receipt of 


comments from your readers, either for 
or against the proposal, I wondered 
whether folks around here are uncon- 
cerned or disinterested In the matter and 
wondered also whether I am the only one 
or one of very few holding a view con- 
trary to yours. If you have received com- 
ments pro and con and chose to withhold 
them from publication there must be a 
very good reason for it, but I believe you 
will be Interested In what I state herein 
about horse racing on Sunday at the lo- 
cal track. 


A dally newspaper Is not exactly an 


eleemosynary Institution. It Is a business 
operating under tho profit system and as 
such it is only natural for it to engage In 
a sort of reciprocal back-scratching with 
other business interests. It has to do this 
to survive, to continue to give employ- 
ment to the guys in the composing room, 


the press room, and the circulation and 
ad-taklng departments. Then there is the 
editorial staff — the aristocracy of a 
newspaper office whom one approaches 
deferentially, with hat in hand and bows 
slightly when saying "Yes, sir" or "Yes, 
mam." 


IN THE BIG struggle for existence one 


can't go it alone. If one has to choose 
sides the choice is one that offers the 
greatest advantage within legal limits 
and respectability; and, on that basis, it 
is only natural that The Herald chose to 
go along with the racetrack people. In 
doing so I'd say you bet on the wrong 
horse. 


When coming out now to grab some 


business on Sundays the racetrack Inter- 
ests are making the move at exactly the 
wrong time, coming as it does on the 
heels of the recent scandals Incident to 
the wheeling-dealing and racetrack stock 
manipulations which resulted in con- 
viction of some prominent public officials 
who are now awaiting incarceration, 
while others are no doubt still shaking in 
their boots and probably break out in a 
cold sweat when thinking of the possi- 
bility of also spending some time In the 
pokey. That element is not good com- 
pany now, even for newspapers. 


While debating with myself as to the 


wisdom of expressing my views to The 
Herald, lo, and behold! I get a big assist 
from Bob Weidrich (my idea of a good 
writer), whose article, under the heading 
"Rebuilding Image of Illinois Racing," 
appeared in the Chicago Tribune (July 
18). Bob really hits them hard, and I am 
glad to see him on my side. Following 
are quotations of some of his comments: 


"Illinois racing has survived its dark- 


est hour, emerging a little shaken, but a 
whole lot wiser. And that is all to the 


"But now that Uncle Sam has disposed 


of the crooks and the Illinois Racing 
Board has defrocked industry titans like 
William S. Milter, who went along for the 
ride, the time has now come to restore 
public confidence in a sport in which the 
state itself has a $50 million annual 
stake. 


"And that is going to require a mas- 


sive injection of honesty and Integrity to 
persuade disillusioned fans that every- 
thing is on the square. Fortunately, 
things seem to be going that way not that 
the swingers have been rooted out." 


Bob advances some good ideas for the 


restoration of public confidence in racing 


and he stresses particularly the task of 
keeping the people Involved in racing 
"with both feet on the straight and nar- 
row," the essential needs of which are 
honesty and integrity. 


I DOUBT THAT there would be any 


serious opposition to the operation of the 
local racetrack on Sundays if it were 
strictly for horse racing, but that is not 
the case. Horse racing Is synonymous 
with betting and you can't separate one 
from the other. They go together. If the 
betting windows at the racetrack were to 
be closed on Sundays, the horses would 
run to half-empty stands. Of course, the 
bookies outside would then have a field 
day. 


It is hard to believe that the residents 


of Arlington Heights and the surrounding 
area are naive enough to believe that 
horse races are created for improvement 
of the breeds. They must be wearing 
blinders if they cannot see in the back- 
ground the hands of those who use the 
Sport of Kings as a means or vehicle for 
conducting the nefarious enterprise of 
the unholy gambling syndicates.

One, with current population trends,

the Mayor leaves politics. Therefore, 
along with the first factor will make pa- 
tronage, taxes and county services more 
under the control of the suburbs. 


Three, the problems of establishing a 


new county are many and costly. A coun- 
ty building costing millions, profession 
administrative personnel, a court system 
and a computer record systems just to 
name a few items. 


FOURTH, MORE than likely every 


city In the new county would want to be 
the county seat since It would add to the 
prestige and economy of that city. A 
battle would probably occur causing po- 
litical wounds that might take years to 
forget. Other political battles in estab- 
lishing the new county are likely to occur 
over the structure, representation and 
patronage. 


Fifth, the Chicago metropolitan area 


doesn't need more fragmentation of gov- 
ernment but instead centralization. More 
regional attacks on such problems as 
mass transit, pollution, law enforcement 
and nearly all other governmental areas. 
These encompass and affect the whole 
metropolitan region and don't stop at po- 
litical boundaries. Since many local resi- 
dents work in Chicago everyday they are 
even more directly affected by the 
areawlde nature of these problems. 


I stand opposed to forming a Lincoln 


County because current trends make it 
unnecessary, political and economic 
problems that would be caused by form- 
ing it and the undeslrabillty of fragment- 
Ing metropolitan area government any 
more than it is already. Since, regional, 
approaches to problems in the future 
would be more effective.

Postal monopoly should be ended 


I would like to thank you for your edi- 


torial support of my proposal to elimi- 
nate the government monopoly on postal 
services. 


The American system of free enter- 


prise has provided this country with the 
highest standard of living In the world. 
The desire to succeed in competition, and 
thus to earn profits, has been the In- 
centive leading to virtually every major 
technological development in the United 
States. There is no reason why com- 
petition, and the same kind of incentives, 
would not result in vastly superior and 
more economical means of delivering 
mail 


Without a government monopoly, a 


postal customer would have the opportu- 
nity to chose the postal service that 
best suited his needs for cost and sched- 
uling. A private carrier that could not 
provide the kind of service demanded by 
customers would, of course, go out of 
business. That is the way our free enter- 
prise system works.

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Village to weigh 
realtor's plea 
for new building

Tho Buffalo Grovo Village Board 


tonight will consider an annexation and 
rczonlng request by local real estate bro- 
ker Stan Llcbcrman which would allow 
him to construct an additional building In 
ills planned office-specialty shop center. 


The proposal lias met stiff opposition 


from a number of homeowners cast of 
the property. The residents' primary ob- 
Jcctlon to the additional building is Its 
proximity to single-family homes In the 
area. 


Eight homes on Chcnnult DrKo and 


Dundee Parkway will bo affected by the 
project. The homeowners at a public 
hearing before the village board two 
weeks ago said the added building will 
infringe on their privacy and damage the 
property values of their homes. 


At that time, a poll of the village board 


shows trustees Thomas Mahoney, Jerry 
Drlscoll and Edward Osmon In favor of 
the proposal and trustee Clarice Rech 
and Randall Rathjcn against it. Trustee 
James Shirley, who has gone on record 
against the project, was absent from tho 
meeting. The board decided to delay a 
vote on the proposal until tonight when 
all trustees are expected to be present. 
Because a zoning change is involved, 
passage will require a two-thirds major- 
ity. 


HOMEOWNERS near the property ex- 


pressed concern over increased noise 
and traffic and unslghtllncss and odors 
from garbage that could result from tho 
project. Llcbcrman, however, said the 
rear of his property will bo lined with 
shrubbery to screen homes from tho rear 
of the center. 


Llcberman's original plan for the cen- 


ter, which will be called Buffalo Grovo 
Plaza, was for a onc-and two-story build- 
ing. Tills plan was approved by the vil- 
lage board several months ago. 


He said he recently obtained an option 


to buy the additional %-acrc and decided 
to expand the project. He said tho pur- 
chase of tho property is contingent on 
getting tho necessary zoning. 


Several trustees suggested Llebermnn 


consider making tho building on the east- 
ern portion of the property two stories. In 
this way tho building could be made 
smaller and moved away from the 
single-family homes without sacrificing 
any square footage. 


LIEBERMAN, however, said he wonts 


the additional land so ho can expand the 
center and eliminate the two-story build- 
Ing. The homeowners will lose more 
privacy with a two-story building than 
with a one-story, Liebcrman said. 


Tho center, which Liebcrman sild 


"could bo the most handsome in Buffalo 
Grove" will have offices for doctors, 
lawyers and other professionals, as well 
as specialty shops. Liebcrman, of Stan 
Liebcrman Realty Inc., ISO Dundee Rd., 
plans to move the business to the new 
center. 


If the village grants the zoning change, 


It will bo another deviation from the vil- 
lage master plan which calls for residen- 
tial development on Dundee Road. Lie- 
bcrman, however, said the land Is much 
too valuable to make residential devel- 
opment feasible. 


Tho proposed site for the center is on 


the north side of Dundee Road, west of 
Golfvicw Terrace. 


Blood program seeking 
donors for Aug. 12 drive

The Buffalo Gro\c Blood Donor Com- 


mission Is seeking donors for its Aug. 12 
blood drive. 


Tho blood drKe, being conducted In co- 


operation with the North Suburban Asso- 
ciation of Health Resources (NSAIIR) 
and the North Suburban Blood Center 
(NSBC). will be at Longfellow School, at 
501 Arlington Heights Rd. between 0 a.m. 
and 4pm. 


Several months ago the village board 


tentatively agreed to participate with 
several other suburban communities In 
tho guaranteed blood replacement pro- 
gram. The board is expected to approve 
the final agreement at tonight's regular 
board meeting. 


THE DLOOD PROGRAM provides free 


blood replacement anywhere in the coun- 
try for all residents of a community If 4 
per cent of its residents donate one pint 
of blood each year. Buffalo Grove's popu- 
lation is about 18,000 so about 720 pints of 
blood would be needed each year. 


Although the eventual community com- 


mitment Is 4 per cent, the free blood re- 
placement program goes into effect ns 
soon ns one-half of 1 per cent of the resi- 
dents have donated. The community 
must then donate blood at a rate of 1 per 
cent each quarter. 


In addition to the village program, 


there Is also one for, organizations. It op- 
crates the same way, except that a pint 
of blood must be donated by 20 per cent 


of its members each year in order for 
every member to be eligible. The blood 
donated toward tho organization goal 
also counts toward the community goal. 


If for some reason the community or 


organization falls short of Its require- 
ment, individuals who have donated are 
still eligible for free blood replacement. 
The program also covers the immediate 
families of those who donate. 


SINCE too PINTS of blood already 


hove been donated by organizations In 
Buffalo Grove, the village is already cov- 
ered under the program. Members of the 
commission have said the degree of par- 
ticipation by local organizations is "tho 
backbone of tho program." Although the 
village is allready covered, more blood 
nors will be needed to Insure future eligi- 
bility, officials said. 


Persons eligible under the program 


will be given as much blood as they need 
for as long as they need It. 


DONORS MUST BE between 18 and 65 


>ears old and weigh at least 110 pounds'. 
Persons who have had hepatitis are not 
eligible to donate. Those who have had 
other diseases or who have been on me- 
dication recently may have to wait a cer- 
tain period of time before becoming eli- 
gible.

Builder, village weigh road problem 


The Chesterfield Development Corp. 


will meet with the Buffalo Grove village 
board tonight in an attempt to resolve a 
problem concerning the amount of land 
Chesterfield will dedicate for the widen- 
ing of Lake-Cook Road, which borders its 
development.

One source, 
however, has Indicated that about eight 
officials received subpoenas last week, 
including members of the village adviso- 
ry boards and commissions. 


TWO VILLAGE officials have refused 


to comment on whether they have re- 
ceived subpoenas to testify before the 
grand jury. Larry Oppenhelraer, village 
engineer and director of public works, 
said he would not make any comment on 
grand jury proceedings. 


"It's a secret hearing and no one 


should give out any information that they 
know of to anyone," he said.

Other funds that fill 
tho city coffers come from sales tax 
($2,173,226 in 1972), permits and fees, 
business and vehicle licenses, court fines 
and costs, parking system, motor fuel 
tax allotments and charges for services, 
such as garbage pick up. 


This year, for the first time, the city 


has an additional cash resource from 
revenue sharing funds. The $830,500 of 
federal money will bo used for storm 
sewer Improvements. 


"The revenue sharing funds helped us 


to keep the lax levy lower," said Mrs. 

"If wo wanted to make the 
storm sewer Improvements we would 
have had to use tax levy money."

school year make way for more broad- 
ening and personal experiences during 
the summer months.

'Evil to build in flood plain9 


Flooding, soil hit in Devon-53 proposal 


Potential flooding and poor soil for 


construction were added to the list of 
faults found by the village plan commis- 
sion In the proposed Devon-53 housing 
project. 


Commission member Tom Hamilton 


studied the flooding problems lost week 
and concluded, "It's evil to build in the 
flood plain." 


According to Hamilton, 24 multiple-unit 


dwellings, two clubhouses and many of 
the single-family homes in the project 
would be built in the flood plain. During 
heavy rams, these buildings would be 
flooded. 


Hamilton made his remarks at Thurs- 


day's meeting of the plan commission. 


THE COMMISSION was to have dis- 


cussed the impact on taxation of the 
project, but only had time to discuss 
flooding and soil conditions at the site of 
the proposed project. 


Chairman William Shannon said the 


commission would discuss, the impact on 
taxation at the next meeting, Aug. 16. He 
said the commission should be able to 
make its recommendation at the first 
meeting in September. 


Hamilton said about 80 buildings were 


planned In areas classified as having 
"severe" or "very severe" soil unsui- 
table for construction. Many of the build- 
Ings In the flood plain would also be In 
poor soil. 


"There is no way to approve buildings 


in those types of soils," said Hamilton. 


HE SAID IT may be possible for the 


developers to excavate the poor soil and 
replace it with better soil for construc- 
tion, but he said this would be very ex- 
pensive to do. Even with deep founda- 
tions for buildings, the site would not be 
suitable for building because sidewalks, 
parking lots, streets and other construc- 
tion projects not using foundations would 
buckle and crack, according to Hamilton. 


"We might be able to accept the proj- 


ect with changes made in placing build- 
ings on the soil, but there is still the 
flood plain loss," he said. 


The Devon-53 project is a housing mix 


of single-family homes, quadrominiums, 
five and 12-story apartments and com- 
mercial stores. When completed, the 
project will have more than 6,400 living 


units with an estimated population of 
13,000. 


The project is to be built in three large 


sections near the intersection of Devon 
Avenue and 111. Rte. 53. 


The commission has previously re- 


viewed traffic problems, common open 
space requirements, park land donations 
and the density of the project. On all 
points, th» commission has found the 
project did not meet acceptable stan- 
dards. 


MOST OF THE proposed project is out- 


side the village limits. The developers 
are requesting certain changes In zoning 
ordinances that would permit annexa- 
tion to the village. 


The commission must make a recom- 


mendation on the request for annexation 
to the village board. The board makes 
the final decision on the request and is 
not required to follow the commission 
recommendation. 


During much of Thursday's meeting, 


the commission reviewed the Centex 
Corp. plan for section 20 of the Vale 
Tract After lengthy discussion, approval 
for the section was given. 


p a r o c h i a l school for kindergarten 
through fifth grade children closely 
coordinate their activities during the 
school year. But during the summer, 
each sister is periodically going her own 
way with service and educational op- 
portunities. 


"Many of our sisters take turns during 


the summer serving as nurses' aides, 
visiting sisters with the sick, or as tem- 
porary hospital administrators," said 
Sister Mary Edward, principal. 


The 13 Sisters, of Queen of the Rosa- 


ry belong to the Community of Sisters of 
the Resurrection, which includes about 
250 nuns in the area. The primary work 
of these sisters includes the education of 
children In schools or day care centers, 
and the nursing of the sick in hospitals, 
homes for the aged or in social work. 


"The sisters here fulfill their educa- 


tional duties by teaching at the school in 
the village. But all of us, as the other 
sisters in our community, work to edu- 
cate others and care for the sick when 
we have more free time during the sum- 
mer," Sister Mary Edward said. 


Many of the sisters take turns helping 


in different capacities at Resurrection 
Hospital in Chicago, which is served 
specifically by the nuns hi the Commu- 
nity of Sisters of the Resurrection. 


"We flll in for sisters who normally 


work at the hospital so they may take 
their vacations. Visiting with the sick is 
good uplifting for them. It cheers them 
up and does them a lot of good," Sister 
Mary Edward said. 


SIMILARLY, all the sisters are respon- 


sible for periodically visiting with and 
caring for the elderly sisters hi their 
community who reside at the Queen of 
Resurrection convent In Chicago. 


All the sisters within the community 


are able to spend more time with each 


other on retreats, in professional work- 
shops and in social events during the 
summer. 


Although none of the 13 sisters of 


Queen of the Rosary is involved In grant 
studies this summer, other sisters within, 
the community have been engaged in; 
glacier studies in Alaska, the study of- 
ethnic communities in Chicago and other* 
studies in Mexico. 


Returning with completed slides and 


studies, workshops will be conducted in 
the fall so all the sisters can be informed-, 
of their findings. These materials infor- 
mation can in turn be used in the sisters'! 
classroom studies. 
; 


Most of the sisters do, however, take- 


part in extra university courses or pro-' 
fessional workshops during the summer 
to further their own experiences. 


ALTHOUGH SUMMER school courses 


are not offered at Queen of the Rosary, 
the sisters assist with summer courses in 
math, reading and special courses for 
Spanish-speaking children and their par- 
ents at St. Mary and St. Cashmere 
schools hi Chicago. 


In her work with Spanish-speaking* 


children in the city, Sister Mary, an 8th 
grade teacher, explained that there is a 
very different lifestyle for children in the 
city than there is in the suburbs. 
; 


"Suburban children are more indepen- 


dent, secure, and fortunate in most 
cases. Children in the city are looking for 
affection, and love, and someone to listen 
to them and help them," she said. 


The sisters function not only as teach- 


ers, but as counselors and leaders to vil«. 
lage children during the school year. 
During the summer, when things are 
more relaxed and there is more free 
time, the nuns' relationships with chil- 
dren in the city become more personal

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Kids: parents must OK 
your smoking in school 


Students In High School DIst. 211 will 


need their parent*1 permission to enter 
student smoking areas an school grounds 
next year. 


The Board of Education Tuesday re- 


vised the smoking policy to Include the 
parental permission clause In response to 
a report from the district's discipline 
committee. The board also told the ad- 
ministration to spend funds for Improve- 
ments of the smoking areas at all five 
schools and to hire part-time employes to 
police the areas. 


Bruce Altcrgott, associate superintend- 


ent and chairman of the committee, said 
revisions In student discipline policies on 
absence, tardiness and smoking, are noc- 
' essary because "the student Is becoming 
less and less responsible for his own ac- 
tions." 


Student smoking areas In the schools 


have become a problem because "stu- 
dents hove not accepted their responsi- 
bility for keeping the area clean," Altcr- 
gott said. 


THE DISCIPLINE committee, made 


up of school principals, district adminis- 
trators and board members, recommend,- 
ed that student smoking be discouraged 
by requiring students to rcclcvc parental 
permission to enter the smoking area In 
the district's five high schools. 


The rule "will Involve quite a bit of 


supervision," said Altcrgott, but It Is 
"worth enforcing. Students shouldn't be 
allowed to do something at school that 


they're not allowed to do at home." 


Board member Anna Countryman, 


member of the committee, sold "I think 
we all felt that this would cut down on 
the young smoker." 


The board approved the policy revision 


Tuesday to give the district enough time 
to send the permission form to parents 
along with other required forms com- 
pleted by parents at the beginning of the 
school year. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS hope to code stu- 


dent identification cards to show which 
students arc allowed to enter the smok- 
ing areas. Students caught in the smok- 
ing area without permission will be per- 
nallzcd whether they are actually smok- 
ing or not. 


Penalties for violation of the smoking 


policy remain the same as last year with 
a three-day suspension and parent con- 
ference for the first offense, five days 
and a conference for the second, and the 
student's appearance, before the board of 
education with a recommendation for ex- 
pulsion for the third offense. The penal- 
tics will apply equally to students caught 
in the smoking area without permission 
and students caught smoking In an unau- 
thorized urea. 
't 


Altcrgott said the administration plans 


to spend about $2,400 in three schools for 
blacktopplng to Improve the appearance 
of the smoking area and about $8,100 in 
salary for personnel policing the area. 


DIST. 211 established smoking areas 


outside the buildings In 1971 after home- 
owners near Fremd High School com- 
plained that students were smoking on 
their property. Until now any student has 
been allowed to use the smoking areas. 


Policy revisions on tardiness and ab- 


sence were discussed by the board and 
committee and will be acted upon by the 
board in coming months. Basically, the 
revisions call for more Involvement by 
parents in student absence and tardiness 
problems. Parents would be notified af- 
ter the sixth absence and the third tardy. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board told its 


architects to hire an independent testing 
laboratory to test fireproofing material 
on the ceiling of Hoffman Estates High 
School which is now under construction. 


The material which is adhered to the 


steel deck roof of the top floor and cov- 
ered by a false ceiling, has come loose in 
small places and dropped en the celling 
and floor. Architects want the lab to test 
the material and adhesive to find out 
why It isn't sticking.

School 
board members have also assured repre- 
sentatives of Schaumburg Education As- 
sociation, which represents 600 of the dis- 
trict's nearly 700 teachers, that salaries 
could be renegotiated after the first year 
if living costs increase drastically. 


FINAL APPROVAL came after four 


months of negotiations during which the 
attitude of teachers and board members 
was in direct contrast to lost year's ses- 
sions when teachers threatened to strike 
over contract demands. 


Board Pres. Donnle Rudd commended 


both sides for their approach to negotia- 
tions this year which he said lacked "pri- 
or disruptive infighting." 


Under the new agreement, emergency 


days will be phased out of the school ca- 
lendar during the contract period. Emer- 
gency days are usually scheduled to re- 
place days when school' is cancelled due 
to snow or other reasons. 


The district now will also pay all 


health insurance premiums for teachers. 
Until now teachers have paid a portion of 
these costs. 


Late changes to the contract specify 


that the district will post a list of staff 
openings for teachers seeking promotion 
and change the grievance procedure to 
the school board. Presently grievances 
are fust heard by the board, then go to 
arbitration and return to the board. 


Rutlie Carbona 
now out on bond 


Convicted murderess Ruth Carbona 


has been released on $25,000 bond by the 
First District Illinois Appellate Court. 


Mrs. Carbona's attorney, Julius 


Lucius Echeles, two weeks ago re- 
quested Mrs. Carbona's release pending 
the outcome of the appeal of her con- 
viction on charges of murdering her hus- 
band in December, 1971. 


The woman has been held in Cook 


County Jail since May 9. Cook County 
Criminal Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne 
sentenced her to 20 to 60 years in an 
Illinois State penitentiary on June 6. 


The eventual decision on the appeal, 


Echeles said, "is about a year away." It 
will be several months before a hearing 
on the appeal to reverse the conviction 
will be conducted. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, of 1762 E. Euclid

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Mosquito spraying 
approval given 
in county court 


The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District will bo allowed to spray mos- 
qultos in Palatine and Schaumburg, ac- 
cording to a ruling handed down Friday 
by Cook County Circuit Court Judge F. 
Emmctt Morrlsscy. 


Judge Morrlssey upheld a motion filed 


by the district that In effect Invalidates 
local ordinances in the two suburbs pro- 
hibiting the use of Malathlon, a chemical 
pesticide used by the district in its mos- 
quito control program. 


Neither village Is expected to appeal 


the decision. 


Palatine spent $2,000 in legal fees In Its 


losing court battle, which stretched over 
two years. 


Judge Morrlsscy's ruling was made on 


a district motion for a summary judg- 
ment based on the federal Environmen- 
tal Pesticide Control Act of 1972, which 
pre-empts local regulation of pesticides. 


By dismissing tho case on the prelimi- 


nary motion, the judge did not rule on 
the merits of the two munlcpalltlcs' 
spraying bans. The use of Malnthlon was 
prohibited because the two villages felt it 
Is harmful to tho environment. 


PALATINE VILLAGE Pres. Wendell 


E. Jones said he and tho village board 
would not fin or appealing tho caso be- 
cause "We're killing mosqultos now in 
Palatine. We're not worried about what 
the district docs or docs not do." 


However, Environcnmcntal Health Di- 


rector Richard A. Dawson, a staunch 
supporter of the now-Invalid ordinance, 
suggested that the village reword Its or- 
dinance In order to exert some control 
over pesticides used In the village. 


"We've got to learn to live with our 


environment and control It in a less 
haphazard fashion than we have In the 
past," Dawson said. 


Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 


indicated he was not distressed about 
Judge Morrlsscy's decision, and felt the 
lawsuit should have been dropped ear- 
lier. 


WILBUR R. MITCHELL, director of 


tho abatement district, said Friday ho 
was "pleased" with the decision. 


Ho said spraying could begin before 


this summer's mosquito season ends "If 
It is necessary." 


"It doesn't look too much like it's nec- 


essary at the present time," ho added. 


Mitchell said the abatement district 


sprayed the chorn leal insecticide in 
Schaumburg earlier this summer, just 
before tho Fourth of July holiday, and 
also sprayed there four times last year. 


Tho spraying was permitted by the vil- 


lage board, which cited an "emergency" 
because of the unusually heavy mosquito 
season. 


Palatine has not allowed the spraying 


of Malathlon since its ordinance was 
adopted In spring of 1970, but the village 
earlier this summer contracted for a pri- 
vate company to spray pyrcthrum, a 
chemical derivative of the chrysanthe- 
mum flower, and to employ other meth- 
ods of mosquito control for $18,691. 


Schnumburg also contracted with the 


company, Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. 
of LaGrangc, for mosquito control. 


Palatine residents pay more than 


$19,000 a year In taxes to the Northwest 
Mosquito Abatement District, whoso 
mosquito control program has been lim- 
ited because of the spraying ban. 


Board to reconsider plans 
for Hellen-Cedar sewer 


The Palatine Village Board Is expected 


to reconsider its controversial decision to 
Install a storm sewer at Hcllcn Road and 
Cedar Street In view of residents' threats 
to sue the village. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones said 


Friday ho would recommend tonight that 
tho flood control committee review the 
board's July 16 decision to Install a 
$12,000 sewe? which residents of the area 
contend will worsen flooding In their 
homes. 


Jones would not speculate on the likeli- 


hood that the village board would even- 
tually reverse Its decision. 


"It's not our desire to create greater 


problems for anybody," he said. "If they 
(the residents) could prove the sower 
would worsen their problem, I would be 
opposed to It." 


AS MANY AS so families In the Hcllcn- 


Cedar vicinity last week engaged an at- 
torney, Mark Bcaublcn Jr., and an engi- 
neer, John Hooper, to prepare their argu- 
ments that only two houses In the neigh- 
borhood would benefit by the sewer. 


Bcaublcn, without elaborating, said he 


felt "our case Is strong enough" to con- 
vince the trustees to scrap the sewer 
plans. 


He said the residents have not made a 


firm decision to sue the village If the 
board refuses to reverse Its plans, but 
indicated "there is a basic commitment 
to go as far as necessary to keep this 
sewer from getting in." 


BEAUBIEN Indicated he would present 


the arguments only from an engineering 
standpoint, avoiding the charges ot poli- 


tics which have come up in the past. 


The residents of the Hellen-Cedar 


neighborhood have maintained that the 
sewer approval was a political payoff for 
one of the two residents who would bene- 
fit from the sewer, John V. Scrlo, 321 S. 
Cedar St. Scrlo was an active campaign 
worker for the Republicans who now con- 
stitute a majority of the village board. 


The previous board, on which the Vil- 


lage Independent Party held a majority, 
rejected the sewer plans because they 
felt It would worsen flooding down- 
stream. 


VILLAGE ENGINEER Walter Hodel 


last spring Indicated he believed the sew- 
er would worsen flooding in the neighbor- 
hood. In his presentation last month, he 
said the amount of flooding would depend 
on the Intensity of the storm, and said in 
some cases — notably a short storm the 
level of Salt Creek already high — flood- 
ing would be aggravated by the new sew- 
er. 


The July 16 authorization for the sewer 


was approved by the board, 5-1, with 
only Trustee Clayton W. Brown opposing 
it. 


The sewer installation, however, was 


dependent on the dredging and deepening 
of Salt Creek, and homeowners who live 
along the creek have fought the village 
over its removal of trees along the creek 
banks. 


Jones said he is hopeful an agreement 


can be reached with the homeowners; If 
not, he indicated, the village may wind 
up having to scrap the sewer plans.

Negotiations halted; no sessions planned 
Teachers may return without contract 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


School starts Sept. 4 but teachers in 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 may 
be returning to work without a contract 
for the 1973-74 school year. 


Contract negotiations in Dist. 15 start- 


ed May 8 but came to an abrupt halt 
after only four sessions May 30 without 
any settlement having been reached. No 
negotiations session is currently sched- 
uled. 


The board of education negotiating 


team is waiting to hear from the Class- 
room Teachers Council (CTC) negotia- 
tors to set up another meeting. 


Supt. Frank Whlteley said he expected 


to be hearing from the teachers this 
week and a date would then be set for 
resuming negotiations. 


NO TEACHER strike Is anticipated by 


Whlteley, who conceded teachers could 
be starting the year without a contract. 
He added this was not unusual. 


Whiteley said he was hopeful a con- 


tract could be ratified by the teachers 
and board of education by the end of Au- 
gust when teachers return for Institute 
Days. 


Salaries are the major obstacle to set- 


tlement of the contract negotiations. An 
Increase in the salary schedule amount- 
ing to $537,000 more than the present 
plan updated one year has been re- 
quested by the CTC negotiating team. 
Updating the present schedule wil cost 


the 
district 
approximately $199,000. 


Therefore, the total increase requested 
by CTC is $736,000. 


DETAILS HAVE not been released on 


the CTC proposed distribution of the re- 
quested increase across the salary sched- 
ule. 


Last year's teachers' contract set the 


salaries for beginning teachers with a 
bachelor's degree at $7,730. Top salaries 
for experienced teachers ranged from 
$12,567 for a bachelor's degree to $14,937 
for a master's degree and 30 additional 
semester hours. 


Prior to resuming negotiations the CTC 


negotiating team has been trying to de- 
termine the district's ability to Increase 
teacher salaries. Teaches sought the Illi- 
nois Education Association's help in as- 
sessing the district's ability to pay. They 
also have been waiting for the release of 
Dist. 15's tentative budget for the 1973-74 
fiscal year. The tentative budget will be 
presented to the board on Wednesday at 
its regular meeting. 


Agreement was tentatively reached be- 


tween the two negotiating teams in May 
on a more liberal professional growth 
policy and continuation of payment of 
teachers' hospltalizatlon and medical In- 
surance premiums for the calendar year. 


UNDER THE CURRENT professional 


growth policy teachers receive one se- 
mester hour of credit for workshop or 
curriculum study participation within 


Dist. 15. Tentative agreement has been 
reached to give two semester hours of 
credit for this participation. 


The professional growth policy is 


aimed at keeping teachers abreast of the 
latest developments in education. The 
district requires teachers to accumulate 
four semester hours of credit over a four 
year period In order to advance a step on 
the salary schedule. 


The other two points of the original 


five-point salary and fringe benefit pack- 
age requested by the CTC negotiating 
team have yet to be discussed by the two 
teams. They Include a request for a revi- 
sion of (he district's sick leave policy and 
an increase in income protection insur- 
ance. 


The teachers' salaries and the superin- 


tendent's salary are the only salaries yet 
to be determined by the board. Last 
week the board awarded key adminis- 
trators an average seven per cent salary 
Increase. 


LAST YEAR A teacher contract was 


ratified In June but negotiations the two 
previous years dragged Into August with 
settlements being reached only days be- 
fore school started. 


Several other school district in the 


area have already reached agreement on 
a 1973-74 contract for teachers. 


Agreement was reached in Arlington 


Heights Dist. 25 on June 14 after three 
months of negotiations. The new contract 


sets the salary of beginning teachers 
with a bachelor's degree at $8,000 and 
the top salary for tenured teachers with 
a master's degree and 32 additional se- 
mester hours at $16,611. 


Dist. 21, which serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove, sections of Arlington Heights 
and sections of Mount Prospect, settled 
negotiations in April. Salaries of begin- 
ning teachers with a bachelor's degree 
were set at $8,004 and tenured teachers 
with a master's degree and 30 additional 
semester hours will receive $15,261. 


OFFICIALS IN Schaumburg Dist. 54 


announced tentative agreement on a 
three year contract on July 23. The con- 
tract has been ratified by the Schaum- 
burg Education Association and now 
awaits ratification by the Dist 54 board 
of eduction. 


The new contract in Dist. 54 calls for 


pay increases of more than 7 per cent 
each year over the next three years. The 
new base salary for beginning teachers 
with a bachelor's degree is $8,500. This 
will increase to $8,840 during 1974-75, and 
$9,200 during 1975-76. Top of the scale for 
teachers with a bachelor's degree and 12 
years teaching experience Is $13,175 this 
jear. 


The contract specifies if the cost of liv- 


ing in Chicago area rises above 4.5 per 
cent during the first two yean of the 
contract salary negotiations could be re-. 
opened.

"It's a secret hearing and no one 


should give out any information that they 
know of to anyone," he said. 


Peter Egan, former village trustee and

Other members of the village board

THOSE OFFICIALS who have been

Installation 
of sewers won't

The Installation of a new sewer line to 


serve Winston Park and Winston Church- 
ill schools in Palatine is not expected to 
delay the opening of the schools on Sept 
4. 


The board of education approved lay- 


ing the new sewer line, which the schools 
both use, on Wednesday after learning 
the present sewer line Is In violation of 
Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) re- 
quirements. 


The problem came to light when con- 


tractors working on the renovation of 
Winston Park School attempted to put in 
an additional manhole this summer to 
accommodate the new washroom facil- 
ities on the west end of Winston Park 
School. 
The contractors found that while the

The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District will be allowed to spray mos- 
qultos In Palatine and Schaumburg, ac- 
cording to a ruling handed down Friday 
by Cook County Circuit Court Judge F. 
Eramett Morrlssey. 


Judge Morrlssey upheld a motion filed 


by the district that in effect Invalidates 
local ordinances in the two suburbs pro- 
hibiting the use of Malathion, a chemical 
pesticide used by the district in Its mos- 
quito control program.

Open your heart, 
facility to needy

With another 1.000 dwelling units under 


in Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg this 
year,' plus extensive school and com- 
mercial building going on, village fathers 
In the two communities have come to- 
gether to avert a pending crisis. 


Their action centers on the toilet short- 


age reported last week. The nonavilabll- 
Ity of new toilet bowls could delay the 
completion of buildings under construc- 
tion and leave otherwise finished build- 
ings unusable, one news article stated. 


The proglem centers around a strike at 


American Standard, the nation's largest 
toilet manufacturer; a shortage of vl- 
tcous-chlna, used because of Its resis- 
tance to bacteria; and the large amount 
of construction going on this year around 
the country. 


But, Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates 


are becoming more progressive all the 
time and they've joined forces to hire 
George T. Blatter, as executive director 
of their new Human Waste Control Com- 
mission. 


Getting advance word of the commis- 


sion's formation I contacted Blatter at 
his current job as men's room captain at 
Unlor Station In Chicago. 


HIS CREDENTIALS are Impressive. 


Blatter has been directing people for 
years In the proper use of toilet facilities 
under time allotment situations. 


He received his training at the United 


States Marine Corps Recruit Depot-Paris 
Island. If you don't know about toilet 
time allocations and the expertise that 
can be developed In Marine Corps boot 
camp, ask someone who has been there. 


After 20 years In the Marines, directing 


men in and out of the "head," he floated 
from major train station to major train 
station around the country specializing In 
commuter hour men's room control. 


"In the Marines I was drill Instructor 


and was on duty every third day," Blat- 
ter said, adding, "I encouraged the oth- 
er D.I.'s to keep the recruits away from 
the heads until I came on.

"I have a record for getting 75 men In 


and out of their facility In 38 seconds, 
each of them with their business cleanly 
finished, he boasted," except for that 10 
per cent in every bunch." 


In the railroad station men's rooms he

pool," he said, chuckling. 


"I figure there arc about 15,000 exist- 


ing residences in the two villages and 
1,000 units that'll be without toilets be- 
fore the end of the year. 


"The people Is these towns are well 


known for their warmth and hospitality 
so I don't think anyone Is gonna mind 
staying home so some strange family 
comes to use their toilet once every 15 
days. 


"I've begun working out the assign- 


mcnts using a brand new 1973 telephone 
directory and a list of new units volun- 
teered by all builders. 


"AND I FIGURE the plan will leave 


no one living In the area any further than 
4tt minutes from an available toilet. 
That takes Into consideration walking 
time, rush hour conditions, weather ex- 
tremes and everything you can think of," 
said Blatter. 


"Everything, absolutely everything?," 
I asked. 


"Well, ah," Blatter said, looking a 


little flustered as his eyes shifted toward 
the ground. 


"There's always that 10 per cent."

Negotiations halted; no sessions planned 
Teachers may return without contract

School starts Sept. 4 but teachers in 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 may 
be returning to work without a contract 


Another Wheeling official 
is subpoenaed by U.S.

Bill Blcber, Wheeling director of build- 


Ing and zoning, has been added to the 
growing list of village officials called to 
appear before a federal grand jury In- 
vestigating building and zoning shake- 
downs In Wheeling. 


Blcber said he received his subpoena 


Friday, and has been asked to appear 
before the grand Jury Thursday. 


Other village officials received sub- 


poenas last week, Including Village Pres. 
Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee Bill Heln. 
The new wave of subpoenas was served 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, has Indicated that about eight 
officials received subpoenas last week, 
Including members of the village adviso- 
ry boards and commissions. 


TWO VILLAGE officials have refused 


to comment on whether they have re- 
ceived subpoenas to testify before the 
grand Jury. Larry Oppenhelmer, village 
engineer and director of public works, 
said he would not make any comment on 
grand Jury proceedings. 


"It's a secret hearing and no one 


should give out any information that they 
know of to anyone," he said. 


Peter Egan, former village trustee and 


a member of the police and fire commis- 
sion, also refused last week to say if he 
had received a subpoena. "I think If you 


want to find out, you should call the U.S. 
attorney's office," he said. 


Other members of the village board 


said they had not been served with sub- 
p o e n a s. Several village department 
heads and members of village boards 
and commissions were also contacted, 
and said they had also not been asked to 
testify. 


THOSE OFFICIALS who have been 


subpeonaed are expected to testify on vil- 
lage action taken In approving several 
major Wheeling construction projects In 
the past five years. 


Federal Investigators are seeking evi- 


dence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act, as well as possible In- 
come tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used In the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


EARLIER THIS summer, subpoenas 


were Issued to former trustees Michael 
Valenza and William Hart. Village Mgr. 
George Passolt also was called to testify, 
bringing with him several cartons of sub- 
poened village records. 


Several developers have appeared be- 


fore the grand Jury and some of them 
reportedly have been granted Immunity 
from prosecution for their testimony. 


Officials at the U. S. attorney's office 


have declined to comment on the probe. 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Samuel Skinner has 
said he does not expect any resolution of 
the Investigation until at least Septem- 
ber. 


after only four sessions May 30 without 
any settlement having been reached. No 
negotiations session is currently sched- 
uled. 


The board of education negotiating

Contract negotiations in Dist. 15 start- 


ed May 8 but came to an abrupt halt 
tors to set up another meeting. 


Supt. Frank Whlteley said he expected 


to be hearing from the teachers this 
week and a date would then be set for 
resuming negotiations. 


NO TEACHER strike is anticipated by 


Whlteley, who conceded teachers could 
be starting the year without a contract. 
He added this was not unusual. 


Whlteley said he was hopeful a con- 


tract could be ratified by the teachers 
and board of education by the end of Au- 
gust when teachers return for Institute 
Days. 


Salaries ore the major obstacle to set- 


tlement of the contract negotiations. An 
Increase In the salary schedule amount- 
Ing to $537,000 more than the present 
plan updated one year has been re- 
quested by the CTC negotiating team. 
Updating the present schedule wll cost 
the 
district 
approximately $199,000. 


Therefore, the total Increase requested 
by CTC is $736,000. 


DETAILS HAVE not been released on 


the CTC proposed distribution of the re- 
quested Increase across the salary sched- 
ule. 


Last year's teachers' contract set the 


salaries for beginning teachers with a 
bachelor's degree at $7,730. Top salaries 
for experienced teachers ranged from 
$12,567 for a bachelor's degree to $14,937 
for a master's degree and 30 additional 
semester hours. 


Prior to resuming negotiations the CTC 


negotiating team has been trying to de- 
termine the district's ability to Increase 
teacher salaries. Teaches sought the Illi- 
nois Education Association's help in as- 


sessing the district's ability to pay. They 
also have been waiting for the release of 
Dlst 15's tentative budget for the 1973-74 
fiscal year. The tentative budget will be 
presented to the board on Wednesday at 
its regular meeting. 


Agreement was tentatively reached be- 


tween the two negotiating teams in May 
on a more liberal professional growth 
policy and continuation of payment of 
teachers' hospltallzatlon and medical In- 
surance premiums for the calendar year. 


UNDER THE CURRENT professional 


growth policy teachers receive one se 
mcster hour of credit for workshop or 
curriculum study participation within 
Dist. 15. Tentative agreement has been 
reached to give two semester hours of 
credit for this participation. 


The professional growth policy is 


aimed at keeping teachers abreast of the 
latest developments in education. The 
district requires teachers to accumulate 
four semester hours of credit over a four 
year period In order to advance a step on 
the salary schedule. 


The other two points of the original 


five-point salary and fringe benefit pack- 
age requested by the CTC negotiating 
team have yet to be discussed by the two 
teams. They include a request for a revi- 
sion of the district's sick leave policy and 
an increase In Income protection insur- 
ance. 


The teachers' salaries and the superin- 


tendent's salary are the only salaries yet 
to be determined by the board. Last 
week the board awarded key adminis- 
trators an average seven per cent salary 
Increase. 


LAST YEAR A teacher contract was 


ratified in June but negotiations the two 
previous years dragged Into August with 
settlements being reached only days be- 
fore school started. 


Several other school district in the 


area have already reached agreement on 
a 1973-74 contract for teachers. 


Agreement was reached In Arlington 


Heights Dist. 25 on June 14 after three 
months of negotiations. The new contract 
sets the salary of beginning teachers 
with a bachelor's degree at $8,000 and 
the top salary for tenured teachers with 
a master's degree and 32 additional se- 
mester hours at $16,611. 


Dlst. 21, which serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove, sections of Arlington Heights 
and sections of Mount Prospect, settled 
negotiations in April. Salaries of begin- 
ning teachers with a bachelor's degree 
were set at $8,004 and tenured teachers 
with a master's degree and 30 additional 
semester hours will receive $15,261. 


OFFICIALS IN Schaumburg Dist. 54 


announced tentative agreement on a 
three year contract on July 23. The con- 
tract has been ratified by the Schaum- 
burg Education Association and now 
awaits ratification by the Dlst. 54 board 
of eduction. 


The new contract In Dist. 54 calls for 


pay increases of more than 7 per cent 
each year over the next three years. The 
new base salary for beginning teachers 
with a bachelor's degree is $8,500. This 
will increase to $8,840 during 1974-75, and 
$9,200 during 1975-76. Top of the scale for 
teachers with a bachelor's degree and 12 
years teaching experience is $13,175 this 
year. 


The contract specifies If the cost of liv- 


ing In Chicago area rises above 4.5 per 
cent during the first two years of the 
contract salary negotiations could be re- 
opened.

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Hit-run vandals ripping schools—and who really cares?

It Is a warm summer evening just 


right for some summer family activity. 


In the backyards, people are bar- 


becuing, sitting out on their patios, just 
enjoying the evening. 


Then, suddenly, violence strikes. From 


out of tho night, a person or persons ap- 
proaches the Indian Grove School, 1340 
N. Burning Bush Ln., and tapes cherry 
bombs to five windows. Tho bombs arc 
lit. Tho vandals run and the windows ex- 
plode. 


SOMEONE IN tho neighborhood re- 


ports seeing a car, but refused to give his 
name to the police. Another person, who 
also says he snw tho car, will give his 
name to tho police, but cannot describe 
the car. 


No one is caught. Nothing is done. The 


windows ar boarded and tho janitor goes 
homo late. 


Several nights later, nine more win- 


dows arc blown apart in the same way. 
And the cost to the school district mounts 
to moro than $1,000. 


No one is npprchended. No one reports 


hearing or seeing anything, although 
nine windows make a lot of noise when 
they're breaking. 


Hit and run. 


This Is how vandalism works and 


thrives: too many people refusing to 
hear, refusing to see and refusing to 
prosecute. 


IN RIVER Trails School Dlst. 26, van- 


dallsm continues to cost tho district 
about half of a teacher's salary (about 
$4,000) each year. At one school, the dis- 
trict is employing a private security ser- 
vice to watch for vandalism. "It gets 
rather expensive," conceded acting Supt. 
James Rctzlaff. "But the only thing you 
can say to justify it is if you can hinder 
somebody from breaking a large window, 
you've paid a week's salary for the sur- 
veillance." 


Though Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 hasn't 


computed It5 cost of vandalism for this 


year, tho amount of vandalism from 
June 15, 1972 to June, 1973, totaled 
$10,000 in the entire village. 


According to J. C. Buscnhart, business 


manager of Dlst. 57, "this summer we've 
had an awful lot of glass breakage, a lot 
moro than last year." 


Mount Prospect, like most other subur- 


ban communities, has its way of dealing 
with vandals. According to Sgt. Ralph 
Doncy of tho Mount Prospect Police De- 
partment, the penalty depends on the se- 
riousness of the crime. 


"If It's their first contact with the po- 


lice, we handle them here and we try to 
get the parents to pay for It," said Do- 
ncy. Ho said he tries to Impress on par- 
ents the fact that they should make the 
kids work the money off, however. 


IF THE INCIDENT is not the young- 


ster's first contact with police, the youth 
is usually taken to Cook County Juvenile 
Court in Chicago. The youth officer from 
the police department goes down with 
the youngster and the judge evaluates 
tho case. 


"If they don't feel it needs a court 


hearing, they adjust It right there," said 
Doncy. Otherwise, the youngster is given 
a court hearing. 


According to Rczlaff, the school dis- 


trict doesn't get much satisfaction in the 
courts. "It's very difficult in the court 
system," Rctzlaff sold. "You start hav- 
ing to send people down to testify at 
Roosevelt and Chicago Avenue, it's diffi- 
cult for them to want to get Involved. Of 
course, the sooner we can get some kind 
of Jurisdiction^ body out here (an area 
juvenile court instead of just one center 
In tho city of Chicago), the better. I think 
the parents would be more readily avail- 
able to sign a complaint," he said. 


APPARENTLY THOUGH, there are 


reasons why some public bodies have 
had less vandalism than others. At the 
Mount Prospect Park District last sum- 
mer during the Memorial Day weekend, 
vandalism involving broken windows and 


stolen equipment cost the district more 
than $3,000. 


Taking a "get tough" viewpoint, the 


park district board decided to prosecute 
any vandals who failed to make restitu- 
tion. 


"We're not looking to make money, but 


when people Injure taxpayers' property, 
we have the responsibility to cover the 
loss," said Board Prcs. Robert Jackson 
at the time. 


Tho park district is now suing those 


who failed to make restitution, under an 
act passed by the Illinois General Assem- 
bly In 1969. The act gives a public body 
the right to sue a parent of a juvenile 
between the ages of 11 and 19 who Is 
living at home, if the juvenile has com- 
mitted "willful or malicious acts" dam- 
aging the property of a public body. Ac- 
cording to the law, the parent is liable 
for $500 for the minor and $500 for him- 
self. 


ACCORDING TO Paul Cold well, as- 


sistant park director, tho vandalism at 
the parks "has decreased considerably" 
since publication of the fact that the park 
district means to prosecute vandals. 
"Regardless of how petty, we're not 
overlooking anything anymore," he said. 


However, Caldwell said he doesn't 


think prosecution is the only factor in- 
volved in reducing the vandalism over 
the last year. "I think our policy is bet- 
ter defined now," he said. "We're a rec- 
reation agency, not a social service agen- 
cy. We're not trying to reach everyone 
with social service. I can't say we don't 
have any kids hanging around, but not 
like we used to," he said. 


Another tactic that has also been suc- 


cessful is "a reward" offered by Mount 
Prospect Dlst. 57 this year. After a rash 
of vandalism last year, the school board 
authorized that the schools who reduce 
their vandalism over a year's time would 
receive 10 per cent of the difference In 
the cost of vandalism for their student 
activity funds. 


ACCORDING TO board member Edith 


Parents' fault? 


What makes youth turn to destruction? 


Though police officials arc reluctant to 


comment on what makes a youngster 
turn to vandalism, there arc professional 
counselors who have some theories on 
the subject. 


The Individual and his behavior Is a 


specialty to Dr. Robert Willford, execu- 
tive director of the Forest Hospital Post- 
graduate Center in Des Plalnes. 


He sees some vandalism-prone youths 


acting out in what he calls a "destructive 
life script." 


"IF PARENTS give their kids objects 


rather than the love and attention they 
need, the destructive life script can be 
learned at a very early age," he said. As 
time goes by, the youngster begins to re- 
sent the objects given to him by his par- 
ents to pacify him when he seeks love, he 
continued. 


"Ho hates the object standing between 


him and his parents, which is a factor in 
learning disrespect for property because 
he wants to destroy the 'thing,'" Will- 


ford said. 


Destructive life scripts, according to 


Willford, can also be influenced by the 
way an adolescent views himself. "If a 
kid thinks he's not OK but others are, he 
may resort to vandalism and let himself 
be seen by others, destroying himself in 
the process." 


A YOUTH MAY also vandalize, said 


Willford "because he thinks he's not OK 
but neither is anyone else and just may

Freund, this is one of the first years that 
the vandalism has ever been down for 
time and she attributes this downward 
trend mainly to the reward system. 


"It's a potential 600 little eyes watch- 


Ing (in a school)," Mrs. Freund said. 
"That's usually how its reported, too. It's 
rarely tho police. Usually somebody just 
tells on somebody." 


Despite the reward, there seem to be 


some drawbacks. Soon after the reward 
system was published in the Herald, van- 
dals broke windows at one of the schools 
that had \von a prize. And as Buscnhart 
said, after the rewards were given, many 
more windows have been broken this 
summer than last. 


Trying to cut costs, the school district 


decided to replace the windows with 
brightly colored metal inserts hi places 
where light was not essential in the 
school. "They may look nice, but they're 
really very embarrassing to the commu- 
nity," said Mrs. Freund. 


WHETHER THEY will be embarrass- 


ing enough to coax private citizens into 
reporting more vandalism is another 
question, though. 


"Most people I think, wear blinders 


and they don't want to see what's going 
on," said Marvin Weiss, director of the 
River Trails Park District. 


However, as Retzlaff commented, "if 


students can vandalize a building during 
daylight hours because the people in a 
community don't seem to be concerned 
about it, how long will it be before these 
same youngsters may feel brazen enough 
to attack private property?" 


Retzlaff now is trying to get together a 


progam to get more parents involved in 
the surveillance of the schools. "It's to 
get the public Involved In what the chil- 
dren of this school district are doing 
nights In their spare time," said Retzlaff. 
"I think If parents showed they were sin- 
cerely concerned, they would be more 
concerned In return about what the chil- 
dren in the neighborhood are doing. It's 
so easy to just sit back and do nothing." 


AS SGT. DONEY commented, it's hard 


to say what a vandal looks like. 


"Parents can look at their own kids 


and they can look at the neighborhood 
kids and there they'll have It," said in- 
vestigator Richard Pascoe. 


Most vandals who commit deliberate 


acts of vandalism are between the ages 
of about 16 to 19, Doney said. What moti- 
vates them? Doney said, he didn't feel 
qualified to comment on that. All he 
would say is "at that point in time, he 
(the vandal) has no concern for other 
people's property."

ville Academy would probably rule it 
out. He said the site on Gregory Street is 
not suitable for bus travel, and buses 


getting onto River Road could be endan- 
gered. Also, a storm sewer exists under 
the property and part of the site has 
been built up with landfill, which could 
mean excessive earth work to put up a 
building. 


Since the site would have to be pur- 


chased from the Archdiocese of Chicago, 
the total added cost, including site prepa- 
ration, could run about $130,000, Demel 
said, even though the Archdiocese has in- 
dicated a commitment by offering a very 
low price for the land. 


The Archdiocese has worked well with 


Dlst. 26 to find a suitable site, but Demel 
said the Archdiocese is reluctant to do- 
nate it free because of possible changes 


in state use of institutions for children If 
the state should begin to use foster 
homes instead of Institutions, it could 
have a great effect on the future of 
Maryville. 


THE EDUCATIONAL and sociological 


advantages, Demel says, point to the ju- 
nior high site, as does the economic 
angle, since the district already owns the 
land. "The objective of educating these 
kids is to make them a responsible part 
of society, to make them feel they be- 
long," he said, and the junior high site 
would help attain that goal. 


The board has some reservations about 


the site, Demel said, including use of 
open space, expense of busing the chil- 


dren from Maryville if Maryville dis- 
continues its own buses, and difficulty 
for children to use the school facilities, 
such as the library, in the evenings. 


Demel said the architect has assured

"The heaviest we had was when some- 


body took $800 worth of candy and stereo 
equipment when we had our old form of 
concession," he said. "We've changed 
our concession situation since then — we 
leave no money in the machines over- 
night. There's nothing worth stealing." 


Another large case in recent years was 


the theft of archery and floor hockey 
equipment from the warming house.

"In a minor case, we make a record of 


who it was, what they did and when," he 
said. "If they're caught again, we prose- 
cute." 


On what Greenberg calls "major mi- 


nor cases," the park district officials "sit 
down with the boy and bis parents and 
try to resolve the situation." With major 
cases of vandalism, "we go right in and 
prosecute," he said. 


While patrols by park officials serve as 


a deterrent to vandals, the park district 
also gets "a lot of information" fron? lo- 
cal residents. 


"If they see anything, I hear about it," 


he said. "We've caught several kids be- 
cause of information from, neighborhood 
residents."

Convicted murderess Ruthe Carbona 


has been released on $25,000 bond by the 
First District Illinois Appellate Court. 


Mrs. Carbona's attorney, Julius 


Lucius Echeles, two weeks ago re- 
quested Mrs. Carbona's release pending 
the outcome of the appeal of her con- 
viction on charges of murdering her hus- 
band in December, 1971. 


The woman has been held in Cook 


County Jail since May 9. Cook County 
Criminal Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne 
sentenced her to 20 to 60 years in an 
Illinois State penitentiary on June 6 


The eventual decision on the appeal, 


Echeles said, "is about a year away." It 
will be several months before a hearing 
on the appeal to reverse the conviction 
will be conducted. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, of 1762 E. Euclid 


Ave., Mount Prospect, was found guilty 
May 9 by'a jury of five men and seven 
women of shooting her husband in the 
back. 


Carbona, a Cook County Sheriffs po- 


lice lieutenant, died Dec. 22,1971, from a 
bullet fired from bis police revolver.

Art class hones young talent

Student art projects, finished and un- 


finished, clutter the Rolling Meadows 
High School art classrooms. 


On a recent day as summer school was 


rearing on end, students worked alone or 
pairs In the classrooms as teacher Bruce 
Preo and student teacher Jens Brasch 
labored over a nearly completed work In 
one end of the room. 


When school opens this fall about 370 


students will be using the art classrooms. 
And, if a department can be judged by 
the number of awards Its students win, 
the Rolling Meadows students will be in 
one of the best art departments In the 
country. 


Last year In the national contest spon- 


sored annually by Scholastic Magazine 


Rolling Meadows placed second in the 
nation In the number of awards won, 
Preo thinks he knows why. 


"It's because this program is struc- 


tured the way it is," Preo said. "The 
students are taught all the skills and In 
the first two years a kid is exposed to 
every possible area. They aren't just 
thrown into a classroom and told to 
make art." 


THE PROGRAM used at Rolling 


Meadows Is based on a program devel- 
oped for High School Dlst. 214 about 
eight or ten years ago. Although some 
schools in the district have gotten away 
from that outline over the years, Preo 
says he believes in It. "When you start 
to depart from the program you start to 
lose kids," he said.

When they begin Art I, Preo said, Roll- 


Ing Meadows students learn drawing and 
design and, most Important "They learn 
to see and re-see." A big problem when a 
person tries to learn to draw, he said, is 
that he thinks he knows what common 
objects look like. "We show them how to 
really see what they look like and then 
the drawings start turning out — which 
is a real surprise to some of the kids." 


In the second year, students learn vari- 


ous techniques, such as jewelry and print 
making, In workshops lasting six to eight 
weeks. In the third year they are allowed 
to choose a few areas to work in and in 
the fourth year they can work on several 
different kinds of projects at once. 


"That way they can see how a design 


can become a sculpture," Preo said. 


THE PRACTICE of having all students 


learn about all media can put a strain on 
a teacher who over the years has un- 
doubtedly developed his own area of spe- 
cialty. However, Preo said it isn't a big 
problem. 


"I don't know any teacher who has 


known every area when he started," he 
said, "but if a teacher has enough integ- 
rity that isn't a problem. My first year I 
learned a lot from my students who had 
worked with the other teacher." 


Preo has been in High School Dlst. 214 


for six years and came to Rolling Mead- 
ows from Forest View High School. The 
other two teachers In the program are 
Jim Pink, who came to Rolling Meadows 
from Arlington High School, and John 
Doyle, also from Forest View. 


One problem Preo said the teachers 


never have had Is student resistance to 
being required to learn to work in so 
many different media. "The things that 
are turned over are so good that the oth- 
er students recognize it as being good 
and want to learn how," he said. "They 
learn a lot from each other."

After a trip to Springfield last Wednes- 


day to talk to state officials, the board Is 
aware now that site purchase was not 
Intended In the $1 million allocated for 
the school, Dcmcl said.

Since the site would have to be pur- 


chased from the Archdiocese of Chicago, 
the total added cost, Including site prepa- 
ration, could run about $130,000, Dcmcl 
said, even though the Archdiocese has in- 
dicated a commitment by offering a very 
low price for the land. 


The Archdiocese has worked well with 


Dist. 26 to find a suitable site, but Dcmel 
sold the Archdiocese Is reluctant to do- 
nate It free because of possible changes 
in state use of Institutions for children. If 
the state should begin to use foster 
homes Instead of institutions, it could 
have a great effect on the future of 
Maryvllle. 


THE EDUCATIONAL and sociological 


advantages, Demel says, point to the ju- 
nior high site, as docs the economic 
angle, since the district already owns the 
land. "The objective of educating these 
kids is to make them a responsible part 
of society, to make them feel they be- 
long," he said, and the junior high site 
would help attain that goal. 


The board has some reservations about 


the site, Dcmcl said, Including use of 
open space, expense of busing the chil- 
dren from Maryvllle if Maryvllle dis- 
continues its own buses, and difficulty 
for children to use the school facilities, 
such as the library, In the evenings. 


Demcl said the architect has assured 


the board the building can be fitted onto 
the 12 9-acre site adequately, and the ad- 


joining park district land should also be 
available for outdoor programs. The oth- 
er problems can be handled later, he 
said. 


Placing the Maryville children, who 


arc wards of the state, In a school adja- 
cent to another school has raised some 
questions, Demel said, but the district 
administrators and faculty who work 
with the Maryville children say they can, 
handle the situation. 
> 


THE NEW BUILDING will be sort of a 


model, Demel said, similar to a special 
education facility in Naperville built for 
the use of several districts In DuPage 
County. It will be 40,000 square feet, with 
an open concept for the special teaching 
It will provide. Maryville students are 
taught 
on a 
flvc-studcnt-per-teacher 


basis, much more personal than the av- 
erage classroom, Demel said. 
The board also considered the expense 
of other sites, for which a bond referen- 
dum would have to be passed, and that 
will enter into the decision tomorrow 
night. 


Demcl said the site the board selects 


will not be an arbitrary decision because 
of the extensive time and study the 
members have done. He said the board 
chose to releaze Information about the 
site early, so residents may consider it 
before Tuesday night's meeting. 


DIST. 28 accepted responsibility for 


educating the Maryvllle children in 1968, 
when Catholic Charities announced It 
could no longer provide the education. 
Dlst. 26 Is reimbursed by the state for 
expenses and rent of a building at Mary- 
vllle, but that building has been ruled 
unsuitable and in violation of Illinois Life 
Safety codes. The district was given an 
extension until September, 1974, to Im- 
prove or replace the school. 


Demel said an optimistic goal for open- 


ing the new school is September, 1974, 
but if that is not reached, an extension 
tor the old school will be sought. Archi- 
tects for the new building will be Fields, 
Goldman & Magee, of Oakbrook, and 
supervision of construction will be han- 
dled by the Illinois Capital Development 
Board.

Residents of Hoffman Estates and Pal- 


atine Township finally arc about to learn 
the plan for development of Howle-In- 
Thc-Htlls, a long dormant subdivision 
site along Palatine Road. 


U.S. Chief District Judge Edwin Rob- 


son has sent an Oct. 1 deadline for vil- 
lage approval or rejection of zoning on 
the 497 acres, a decision that could mark 
the end of lawsuits and uncertainty over 
the property pending since 1968. The site 
is in the north end of the Village of Hoff- 
man Estates, in Palatine Township. 


"Things will be moving fast soon," 


said Hoffman Estates Mayor Virginia 
Hayter Friday afternoon, adding, "I'm 
still in a state of shock." The mayor said 
she expects the scheduling of public 
hearings on the development plan "with- 
in the next four weeks," and anticipates 
announcement of details of the plans in 
advance of the hearings. 


IT IS EXPECTED the plan will include 


high density areas for residential units, 
both for sale and for rent, along with 
commercial areas. Some of the buildings 
are likely to be high-rise. 


Not all details of the plan have been 


accepted, even on a preliminary basis. 
The village has been meeting in private 
with attorneys and planners for Meridian 
Housing Corp. since December in at- 
tempts to arrive at a plan with which the 
village can live and from which Meridian 
can obtain satisfactory profit. 


Meridian is buying the property on a 


contingency basis from a federal receiv- 
ership appointed after the former owner, 
City Savings Association of Chicago, de- 
clared bankruptcy. The contingency on 
the $5.2 million purchase is that the vil- 
lage grant zoning acceptable to Meidian. 


After the most recent meetings, held 


on an almost weekly basis, Village Atty. 
Edward Hofert said the parties were 
making progress but no final agreement 
was yet at band. 


NEGOTIATIONS must be concluded 


before public hearings can be scheduled. 
And hearings are to be held at two levels 
— the first in simultaneous sessions of 
the village plan commission and zoning 
board of appeals and the second at the 
village board of trustees. 


The village Is required to provide the 


public with IS to 25 days advance notice 
of the hearings, which Is to be done 
through publishing legal advertisements. 
And Mayor Hayter predicted there will 
be several weeks of hearings. 


All this must be done before Oct. 1, so 


that the village can report its decision to 
Judge Robson. 


"I don't know whether we can do It. 


But that's the timetable we have," said 
Mrs. Hayter. 


HOFERT WENT into Friday morning's 


court session seeking at least 90 days to 
complete the necessary steps for a vil- 
lage board vote on the zoning. When 


Judge Robson shortened the time to GO 
days, Mayor Hayter said she suddenly 
"had a big hole in my stomach " 


But the mayor noted the judicial dead- 


line Is to be enforced with financial pen- 
alty. 


Judge Robson "wanted us, if we go be- 


yond that date (Oct. 1), to pay the Inter- 
est" on outstanding bonds on the proper- 
ty, said Mayor Hayter. "We're not pay- 
Ing any money, not us. We've got enough 
invested In attorneys and planners," she 
said. 


Because of the bond interest factor, 


"one way or the other it's got to be 
done," said Mayor Hayter. 


MRS. HAYTER WAS not certain when 


the next meeting with Meridian is to be 
held. While information on those meet- 
ings has been held privileged, or limited 
only to the persons attending, Mayor 
Hayter predicted "there isn't going to be 
privileged Information very soon." 


The village, former village officials 


and officials of City Savings and some of 
its subsidiaries are all named as defend- 
ants In several lawsuits hinging on the 
Howie property. City Savings, led by C. 
Oran Mensik, obtained loans from the 
Teamsters Union Pension Fund to fi- 
nance public Improvements, such as 
streets and sewers, on the Howie proper- 
ty. Menslk later obtained Circuit Court 


approval with village support to sell 
bonds to finance the same public im- 
provements, which already had been in- 
stalled prior to both transactions. Menslk 
has since been convicted and sentenced 
to federal prison on mail fraud charges 
involving City Savings. He escaped and 
is still at large. 


It is those bonds on which the village 


would face paying interest if it goes past 
the Oct. 1 deadline in granting zoning. 
The bondholders and the Teamsters 
Union filed the suits to seek repayment. 
Funds to repay the investments are to 
come from Meridian's purchase price. 


Court arguments are to continue this 


afternoon on the question of right to 
reimbursement by a number of persons 
who obtained bonds in payment for ser- 
vices rendered to City Savings, rather 
than by purchase.
